The Saturday 
Evening Girls 


In 1908 the average working day was 
10 hours, six days a week. Accidents in 
factories occurred most frequently in the 
late afternoon when the workers’ reflex- 
es were slowed by fatigue, and tubercu- 
losis was an oceupational hazard. An in- 
vestigation of women in industry con- 
ducted by the US Bureau of Labor at 
that time found that the majority of wo- 
men wage-earners received barely a sub- 
sistence-level income. 

But at the Paul Revere Pottery on 
Hull Street in the North End, things 
were different. Here a group of women in 
their late teens and early 20s had the 
classics read to them as they hand- 
painted designs on bowls, pitchers and 
dinnerware. Vases of fresh flowers 
adorned their work tables, and at noon- 
time a cook served them lunch. They re- 
ceived a living wage and hours were 
short. On weekends they took outings in 
the country with the woman who super- 
vised their work. Once a year they tra- 
veled in chauffeured cars to a picnic on 
an estate in Lincoln, Massachusetts. Af- 
ter the picnic they would retire to the 
drawing room for a recital. 

These young women were not debu- 
tantes or daughters of Beacon Hill fam- 
ilies; they were Italian and Russian-Jew- 
ish immigrants who lived in the North 
and West End. And the estate they vi- 


sited was that of Mrs. Helen Storrow, 
the wife of James Storrow, the Boston 


banker who built the Charles River Dam , 


and embankments. 

What brought these two elements to- 
gether — Mrs. Storrow and the young 
women — was the North Bennett Street 
Industrial School and the librarian who 
worked there, Edith Guerrier. Edith 
Guerrier formed a library club with 
these girls. Such clubs were popular in 


the early 1900s and were taken very ser- 
iously. The meetings were held on Sa- 
turday evenings, so the group decided to 
name itself the “Saturday Evening 


Girls.” The girls listened to talks given 


by literary scholars, historians and soci- 
al reformers. 

At Miss Guerrier’s suggestion, Mrs. 
Storrow, who was on the Industrial 
School Board of Managers, financed a 
pottery for the girls in 1908. Because of 


its proximity to the Old North Church, 
the company was named the Paul Re- 
vere Pottery. Here the girls glazed and 
decorated dinner sets with patterns of 
flowers, trees and animals. The glazes 
ranged from dark shades of blue and 
green to white and ocher. They had a 
matte finish with a smoothly granular 
texture. Pieces were sold at first from a 
shop on Boylston Street, but it wasn’t 
long before the pottery had shops in New 
York, Philadelphia and Washington, 
D.C. Its wares became so admired that 
even Queen Mary of England ordered a 
dinner set. 
The Paul Revere Pottery is now being 
remembered at a show at the UMass Bi- 
centennial Exhibition Hall at 100 Ar- 
lington Street. The Saturday Evening 
Girls — Opening a Door to America, 
which continues through June 29th, is a 
multi-media presentation of the pro- 
ducts of the Paul Revere Pottery and of 
the people involved in it. Besides the 
pottery displays, video-tape monitors 
play back excerpts of interviews with 
two women living in the Boston area 
who were S.E.G. members, and with 
James Storrow, the son of the philan- 
thropist. Reprinted photographs of the 
North and West End at the turn of the 
century, the Storrows and the Paul Re- 
vere Pottery are also included. This 
show is more than just a pottery exhibi- 
tion; it documents an experience that 
enabled an ordinary group of immi- 
grant girls to develop into an exception- 


al group of women.

Street Painting 


“We live in a series of mini-environ- 
ments that are often alienating,” main- 
tains Duke Amarnick. “‘My idea is to in- 
volve people so that they can accept, en- 
joy and use their neighborhood spaces.” 
A student at the Massachusetts College 
of Art and a teacher at the Cambridge 
Art Center, Duke has put his theory in- 
to action with Mote Space Co., a non- 
profit organization formed with a $3000 
grant from the Youth Activities Com- 
mission. His first project, an 18’ by 50’ 
mural, is in the works with some help 
from 13 Jamaica Plain kids ranging in 
age from 12 to 16. 

A JP resident, Duke recruited his ar- 
tists by circulating 100 applications 
around the neighborhood, and then se- 
lected 13. He trained the kids in the art 
of mural-making for a month by taking 
them around Boston to examine “art an- 
ti-environment.” With the city’s per- 
mission, Duke and his band of artists 
started work two weeks ago on an old

railroad wall bordering the Lamartine 


- St. playground. “I picked the overall for- 


mat,” explains Duke. “‘But each of the 
kids will be signing the mural with their 
contributions. We’re using phosphores- 
cent blue and white acrylic paint that 
will light up in the dark to create the il- 
lusion of an inclined plane. The concept 
is to change a barrier into an integral 
space.” 

The painters are each being paid $50 
for their efforts and are working with 
Duke and his assistant, Margaret, each 
day from 2 to 9 p.m. They hope to com- 
plete the mural early this week. 

Duke has been sharing his interest in 
street art with kids since 1970, when he 
ran a summer program in Dorchester. 
Last year he helped paint a basketball 
court mural in Jamaica Plain with funds 
from Summerthing, and he’s now plan- 
ning several projects for June and July. 
“As one person I’m powerless,”’ says 
Duke. ‘‘But More Space and some wil- 
ling artists can really change the street- 
scape.”

You did not read about it in your lo- 
cal paper, nor should you, but the other 
night, Winthrop Cub Scout Pack 75 
went swimming at the West End Boys 
Club out in Brighton, and I want to say 
for the record that we had a very nice 
time indeed. 

There were about 20 kids and a few 
older brothers and a few fathers. Every- 
body swam to the best of his ability or 
floated on tubes or played soccer ball in 
the water. There was nobody sitting out 
in the stands, and there was no one 
cheering. And nobody was pushing any- 
body else to do better than anybody else. 

The fathers got to talking, and one of 
them said his boy was playing Class A 
Little League baseball and was en- 
joying it very. much, but had not en- 
joyed trying out for hockey very much. 
He liked trying to hit the puck and skate 
around, the guy said, but he didn’t see 
why, when he lost the puck, he had to 
race .after the opposition and hit them 
with his stick. He didn’t think the “st@- 
pid puck” was that important. The kid 


is nine years old. Maybe we didn’t low- . 


er the voting age low enough. 

Anyway, ‘that swim and that conver- 
sation made me feel a little better, be- 
cause I was beginning to figure some- 
thing was drastically wrong with me. 

There is this problem with which I 
have been living for as long as I can re- 
member, and its latest symptom is 
almost too embarrassing to admit. 

I don’t like hockey. 

That is not to say I don’t like seeing 
kids play hockey on the street or fooling 
around with a puck on Boston Common 
or at the local rink. That is nice. That is 
healthy. 

What I do not like is this production 
we are making of it. I don’t like standing 
in a crowd at a multi-million dollar, tax- 
supported rink, while the women are 
yelling at their sons, “Kill him! Get 
him!”’ — him being some other woman’s 


son. 

When the local youth hockey organ- 
ization sent me a letter telling me my 
son would learn not only the art of 
hockey and the joy of teamwork but al- 
so respect for property and authority, 
my deepest reservations were con- 
firmed. 

My son will learn soon enough about 
authority. We have authority up the ga- 
zooch in these United States. He has 
learned already something about the 
authority of parents and of school offi- 


cials: There is plenty more of it tocome. . 


As tor property, I figured I had too much 
respect for private property — mine — 
to fork out $100 worth of it for equip- 
ment and a uniform. 


Besides, I can teach him respect for 
property by pointing out the back win- 
dow to the garage, where some local 
young folk have taken a wooden post 
and smashed open a window that had

‘Backgrounders’ Are So Much Bull

Not long ago, speaking at Boston Uni- 
versity’s School of Public Communica- 
tion, Carl Bernstein, who together with 
Bob Woodward applied basic reporting 
techniques to the political aspects of the 
Watergate scandal, said he looked for- 
ward to the day when the second or third 
paragraphs of many news reports would 
begin with something like “It is non too 
clear” or ‘‘No one exactly knows” or 
‘Certain elements seem to be missing in 
the story.” 

I have yet to see this day come al- 
though, like Bernstein, I hope for it. But 
I hope even more for other develop- 
ments in the news game, such as the 
abolition of the press conference and its 
modern exotic resemblances, the ‘“*back- 
ground briefing” and the ‘off the re- 
cord” confessional. 

I first learned about these as a coun- 
try editor traveling once or twice a year 
to Washington in the ’60s for foreign pol- 
icy conferences. Editors, columnists, re- 
porters, commentators, mavericks such 
as I.F. Stone and A.J. Liebling, toge- 
ther with a few Washington press estab- 
lishment regulars — who had, I thought, 
a certain disdain for us outlanders and 
didn’t hang around long anyway — ga- 
thered in the auditorium of the State 
Dept. to hear all about Vietnam and the 
world from the best and the brightest. 

Everything that was said, except for 
the remarks of the President, was ‘‘on 
background,” meaning it could be used 
but not attributed to any one person, 
just to “government sources,” “official 
authorities,” and so forth. The Presi- 
dent’s comments were not supposed to

be used in any form. They were, as a sign 
shoved out upon the stage registered, 
“Off the record.” 

It took me a conference or two to catch 
on. I had long been of the opinion that 
press conferences as such hardly ever 
produced any real news. They were 
simply little dramas. But “background 
briefings?” the record”’ material? I 
anticipated definite inside stuff. In fact, 
I imagined for a while I must be getting 
it. Until I woke up to the fact that ev- 
erything I was hearing I'd already read 
in one part or another of the 12 or 15 
newspapers it was my duty and habit to 
scan every day in York, Pa., where I was 
engaged in editing a daily. 

Even that might have been OK if 
what I'd been reading was, in my view, 
news. Or informed, thoughtful, inde- 
pendent opinion. By no means. It was 
simply the bullshit the best and the 
brightest were experts at throwing. And 
the whole purpose of the ‘“‘background- 
ers,” the ‘off the records,’ the entire 
foreign policy conferences, was to rein- 
force for press, radio and television folks, 
at a ceremony in a State Dept. setting, 
the line being peddled by the lads in 
control of our destinies in Vietnam and 
elsewhere. 


I lost faith in those fellows. I gave up 
on them. Nor has anything happened 
since to restore the confidence that I, as 
a journalist, or the public, has the slight- 
est chance of learning the truth from 
these rituals. Learning it, at any rate, in 
time to exercise genuine ‘‘We the 
people” government, which the Consti- 
tution’s preamble, never displayed at 
any “backgrounder” or “off the recor 
confab I’ve ever attended, says we’re 
still sapposed to be. 


Prosperity Isn't 
Just Around 
The Corner

The shape of the future can already be 
discerned by reading the latest assess- 
ments of the leading Establishment 
economists. Alan Greenspan, the chair- 
man of Ford’s Council of Economic Ad- 
visers, who skims the writings of Ayn 
Rand every night before going. to sleep, 
assures us, ‘“‘We are approaching the end 
of the recession.’ The only problem is 
that the recovery will mean higher 
prices, continued unemployment and, 
most importantly for Greenspan, in- 
creased profits. 

The economic upturn predicted for 
the second half of this year will not be a 
return to the good old days of, say, 1972. 
“T think we will have a continuing high 
level of unemployment for the next dec- 
ade,” says R. Heath Larry, US Steel’s 
vice-chairman. Economists for the 
Chase Manhattan Bank, the First Na- 
tional City Bank, Data Resources and 
the Wall Street Journal all agree that 
the jobless rate will continue to be high 
through the ’70s. 

These grim prophecies portend a pro- 

longed era of falling expectations. The 
generation born after World War II, 
which was nurtured on a vision of never- 
ending American affluence and entered 
adolescence during the insipid but scin- 
tillating reign of Kennedy, has become 
an unahppy army of wage-earners. 
Those who aspired the highest are fall- 
ing the furthest, according to the Mor- 
gan Guarantee Trust. Its economists 
write with some anxiety about the “glut 
of college graduates with advanced de- 
grees. 
But if young whites are disappointed 
because their chances of becoming any- 
thing but workers (of whatever sort) are 
dim, then black youth faces an even 
bleaker prospect. Right now, Labor 
Department statistics count over 40, per- 
cent of black teenagers as unemployed. 
Andrew Brimmer, former Federal Re- 
serve Board governor and currently at 
Harvard, says that the prosperity 
around the corner doesn’t include 
blacks. He foresees “absolutely no im- 
provement in the job status of blacks 
over the rest of the decade.” 

This malaise is not a momentary fluc- 
tuation to be righted by Yankee ingen- 
uity and a new New Deal, but part of a 
graver decline that signals the end of 
progress in the liberal capitalist manner. 
Americans have always trusted that eco- 
nomic crises are temporary and des- 
tined to be superseded by boom peri- 
ods. Such optimism is currently unwar- 
ranted. Even the appearance of a prince 
of light (namely, a Democratic liberal) 
cannot alter the fundamentally rigid - 
boundaries of the economy; at best, a 
Democratic administration can be ex- 
pected to begin redistributing the fruits 
of false scarcity. Authentic progress will 
depend on a transformation of the en- 
tire political scene. It remains to be seen 
if those sections of the Democratic Par- 
ty now calling for rational economic 
planning will be further radicalized. But 
it is almost inevitable that, as people 
seek reasonable solutions to our ec- 
onomic plight, the concept and ideals of 
socialism will again enter the American 
political arena. 
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Assassin Agent? 
Tracing the Links Between Oswald and the Spooks

Eleven and a half years ago, Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy was shot to 
death while riding in a motorcade 
through the streets of Dallas. 
Ten and a half years ago, the War- 
ren Commission delivered its judg- 
ment that Kennedy was assassinated 
by a deranged Lee Harvey Oswald, who 
acted alone, was not part of any con- 
spiracy and was not a member of any 
US intelligence agency. 
Today, 78 percent of the American 
people — according to national polls — 
just don’t believe the Warren Commis- 
sion. 
In the following article, Sid Blumen- 
thal and R.D. Rosen compile substan- 
tial evidence that Lee Harvey Oswald 
was not only not a lone assassin, but 
was almost certainly a US intelligence 
operative. 


* 

‘He [Oswald] was playing ball — writ- 
ing letters — to both elements of the 
Communist party. I mean he’s playing 
ball with the Trotskyites and the others. 
This was a strange circumstance to me.” 

The voice on this transcript of a War- 
ren Commission meeting — recently pro- 
cured from the National Archives by as- 
sassination researcher Harold Weisberg 
— is that of then-Representative Gerald 
Ford, a member of the Commission. 

The date is January 22, 1964, and the 
discussion pertains to a phoned report re- 
ceived by Commission counsel J. Lee 
Rankin earlier in the day from the attor- 
ney general of Texas, Waggoner Carr; the 
report is that Oswald had been ‘‘an un- 
dercover agent” for the FBI since Sep- 
tember of 1962 and had been paid $200 a 
month. 

The Commission is greatly troubled by 
this information but unable to look into 
the report because it has no investigators 
of its own. And as Commission member 
Allen Dulles, the former CIA chief, tells 
his colleagues, one couldn’t exactly ap- 
proach J. Edgar Hoover or the FBI di- 
rectly, since any intelligence officer who 
happened to know of Oswald’s affiliation 
with the FBI would never tell. 

“Wouldn’t tell under oath?” Justice 
Earl Warren asks. 

Dulles replies, ‘I wouldn’t think he 
would tell it under oath, no.” 

Besides, as Rankin says, “Part of our 
difficulty in regard to it is that they [the 
FBI| have no problems. They have decid- 
ed it is Oswald who committed the assas- 
sination. They have decided no one else 
was involved. They have decided... . 

Here Senator Richard Russell inter- 
jects: “They have tried the case and 
reached a verdict on every aspect.” 

In short, the FBI had already decided 
that Oswald was a lone, demented gun- 
man. 

Whatever its misgivings, the Warren 
Commission in the end went along with 
this version — and never investigated the 
report that Oswald had been an under- 
cover FBI agent and thus, perhaps, part of 
a conspiracy. 

Even Gerald Ford, who at least for a 
moment thought there was something 
amiss with this lone nut theory, went on 
to pen a book, Portrait of an Assassin, 
supporting the Commission’s findings 
that Oswald acted alone. 


The Doubters 

Two Commission members — Rep. 
Hale Boggs of Louisiana and Sen. Rich- 
ard Russell — had doubts about the Com- 
mission report. Boggs, who disappeared in 
a light plane flying over Alaska in 1972, 
had wanted to issue a minority report 
pointing out errors in the majority’s find- 
ings. Russell said in 1970: “I never be- 
lieved that he [Oswald] did it without any 
consultation or encouragement whatso- 
ever. Too many things caused me to 
doubt that he planned it all by himself.” 

Texas Governor John Connally, who 
was wounded in the shooting, has always 
disputed the Commission’s verdict that 
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he had been wounded by the same bullet 
that passed through Kennedy’s throat. 
And as one Commission lawyer reported- 
ly said, “More shots mean more assas- 
sins.” 

In February, former Warren Commis- 


sion attorney David Slawson, now a USC — 


law professor, said that evidence of a man 
posing as Oswald on several occasions pri- 
or to the assassination had been withheld 
from the Commission by the FBI or the 
State Department, and that there may 
have been a high-level government cover- 
up in the assassination probe. 

In March, US Justice Department at- 
torney Kenneth Mighell — at the request 
of Warren Commission critics — launch- 
ed his own re-examination of the killing. 
Even though he still supports the Com- 
mission’s findings, he is troubled by the 
FBI’s refusal to make ballistics evidence, 
normally made public in criminal cases, 
available to him. 

Also in March, former Dallas Police 
Chief Jesse Curry called for a new inves- 
tigation after seeing the Zapruder film, 
which convinced him that Kennedy had 
been killed by a shot from the front. (The 
Warren Commission concluded that Os- 
wald — the lone gunman — had fired 
three shots at Kennedy — all from the 
rear.) 

Last month also brought statements 
from former Senator Ralph Yarborough of 
Texas and Dallas District Attorney Hen- 
ry Wade (who had been preparing the 
case against Oswald before the latter was 
gunned down by Jack Ruby in the base- 
ment of Dallas Police Headquarters) that 
they believed there had been a conspir- 
acy to kill Kennedy. 

Victor Marchetti, a former CIA official 
and author of the CIA-censored The CIA 
and the Cult of Intelligence, went further 
by saying in March: “The more I have 
learned, the more concerned I have be- 
come that the government was involved in 
the assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy.” 

This month, a retired Air Force Colon- 
el who once acted as liaison between the 
Air Force and the CIA said he now be- 
lieves there was a conspiracy and urged 
Congress to create a special investigative 
committee to reopen the case. “To carry 
out what was carried out in Dallas,” said 
Col. L. Fletcher Prouty, “‘would have re- 
quired more than one individual operat- 
ing by himself.” 

Congressman Henry Gonzalez of Texas 
had already introduced a House Resolu- 
tion calling for a full Congressional probe, 
but early this month the resolution was 
buried — at least temporarily — in the 
House Rules Committee. 

* * * 

Assassination researchers invariably re- 
turn to an examination of Lee Harvey Os- 
wald, the man the Warren Commission 
claims did all the shooting from a win- 
dow of the Texas School Book Depository 
building. While many researchers don’t 
believe Oswald was the assassin, they still 
view Oswald as a primary figure and an 
elusive one. 

According to the Commission, Oswald 
was deranged and unable to “enter into 


meaningful relationships with people.” . 


This version reduced Oswald’s alleged 
motivation to the psychological, since the 
Commission could not find — or was un- 
willing to find — a plausible political ex- 
planation. 

Oswald’s history is indeed murky. But 


upon close study of the evidence, much of . 


it hidden in the Warren Report. itself, the 
mystery of Oswald becomes comprehen- 
sible. 

He was almost certainly a US intelli- 
gence operative. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover and CIA 
Director John McCone both swore that 
Oswald had never been in their employ, 
and the Warren Commission emphasized 
that ‘‘there was absolutely no type of in- 
formant or undercover relationship be- 
tween an agency of the US government 
and Lee Harvey Oswald at any time.” 
One of the Commission witnesses who 


disputed this claim was Oswald’s mo- 
ther, Mrs. Marguerite Oswald. She in- 
sisted that her son was “an agent of the 
government” but could only present frag- 
mentary evidence, most of it from me- 
mory. 

‘*Lee went to many, many a school, gen- 
tlemen,”’ she testified. 

Mrs. Oswald was certain that her son, 
while a Marine, had been in Taiwan for 
some kind of intelligence training or mis- 
sion, a claim the Warren Commission 
brushed aside. 

A Defense Department memorandum 

on Oswald’s Marine service prepared for 
the Commission notes that he indeed 
“served with the Marine Air Control 
Squadrons in Japan and Taiwan.” 
_ In 1959, Oswald received military train- 
ing, supposedly in radar surveillance, 
from John E. Donovan, who told the 
Commission that “our function at that 
base [where Oswald was stationed] was to 
surveil aircraft, but basically to train both 
enlisted and officers for later assignment 
overseas.” 

Francis Gary Powers, the pilot of the U- 
2 spy plane shot down by the Soviets in 
1960, revealed in his memoirs that the 
base to which Oswald was assigned was 
the Atsugi, Japan, base for U-2s in the Far 
East. Powers made note of Warren Com- 
mission Document 931 (dated May 13, 
1964, CIA National Security, Classifica- 
tion Secret) entitled ‘‘Oswald’s Access to 
Information About the U-2.”’ No details of 
what this document contains have ever 
been released. 

However, two of Oswald’s Marine col- 
leagues told the Commission that Os- 
wald had clearance and access to classi- 
fied material. One testified that Oswald 
“must have had secret clearance . . . be- 
cause that was a minimum requirement 
for all of us.” The other said, ‘“‘We all had 
secret clearance.” 

It is also at Atsugi — one of the larger 
CIA staging areas in Asia — that Oswald 
learned Russian, reportedly in his “spare 
time.” 

In September, 1959, Oswald applied to 
the Marine Corps for a hardship dis- 
charge, ostensibly because his mother had 
been injured. Oswald’s discharge was 
granted three days after his request. 
Many see an invisible hand in such a re- 
cord-time release. 


The ‘Defection’ 

Within a few months of his discharge, 
Oswald “defected” to the Soviet Union. 

Powers suspects that Oswald’s ‘“‘defec- 
tion” was linked to the fate of his U-2 
flight. At that period in the Cold War, the 
US and the USSR were regularly “‘defec- 
ting” agents to each other. 

Within two weeks of his arrival in the 
Soviet Union, Oswald presented himself 
at the American Embassy to declare that 
he was renouncing his US citizenship and 
was going to turn over his knowledge of ra- 
dar secrets to the Soviets. 

Did Oswald also turn over U-2 infor- 
mation? One cannot be 
sure, but it would have been a relatively 


cheap way for him to buy credibility with 


the Soviets, for at that time very few U-2 
flights were being made. 

But after April, 1960, U-2s began fly- 
ing over the Soviet Un’ 1 again — and 
Powers’s plane was shot .own. 

Another unanswered question is whe- 
ther Oswald, on orders from hard-liners 
within the US intelligence apparatus, fur- 
nished U-2 data so that one of the spy 
planes could be shot down and thus wreck 
the Summit Conference between 
Khruschchev and Eisenhower. ‘‘Peaceful 
co-existence” was anathema to hard-lin- 
ers. 

Newly declassified documents obtain- 
ed from the National Archives by resear- 
cher Harold Weisberg indicate that the 
Soviet secret police suspected Oswald of 
being an undercover US intelligence op- 
erative or, as the documents state, a 
“sleeper agent.” This information was 
based on FBI interviews with a former

The CIA and Mission Impossible

George O’Toole is a former computer 
specialist who worked as chief of the 
CIA’s Problem Analysis Branch from 
March, 1966, to January 19, 1969. Since 
then he has written a spy novel with an 
occult twist called An Agent on the Oth- 
er Side (David McKay); more import- 
antly, O’Toole has been trained in the 
use of the Psychological Stress Eval- 
uator (PSE) and applied it in his re- 
search into the John F. Kennedy assas- 
sination, recently published in The As- 
sassination Tapes (Penthouse Press). 

The PSE, brainchild of three retired 
Army intelligence officers who formed a 
company in 1970 to manufacture anti- 
bugging equipment for private clients in 
their war against industrial espionage, 
can determine through the electronic 
analysis of recorded voices whether a 
subject is telling the truth. The key to 
the PSE’s effectiveness is a natural 
physiological tremor in the human voice 
that subtly vibrates 10 times a second 
and disappears to a lesser or greater ex- 
tent under conditions of stress. Al- 
though the PSE is still controversial, 
particularly in the eyes of the American 
Polygraph Association, it is now used by 
19 American law enforcement agencies 
and 13 foreign countries. 

O’Toole ran through the PSE extant 
tape recordings of Lee Harvey Oswald 
claiming that he had not shot anyone. 
His denial showed no stress at all, forc- 
ing the conclusion that Oswald was tell- 
ing the truth when he responded to a 
newsman’s question on November 22, 
1963: “I didn’t shoot anybody, no sir.” 

O’Toole’s findings were examined and 
confirmed by three polygraph and PSE 
experts, one of whom, the highly es- 
teemed and now retired army poly- 
graph expert, L.H. Hitchcock, was cou- 
rageous enough to confirm Oswald’s in- 
nocence in a letter to O’Toole that reads 
in part: ‘My PSE analysis of these re- 
cordings indicates very clearly that Os- 
wald believed he was telling the truth 
when he denied killing the President. 
Assuming that he was not suffering from 
a psychopathological condition that 
made him ignorant of his own actions, I 
can state, beyond a reasonable doubt, 
that Lee Harvey Oswald did not kill Pre- 
sident Kennedy and did not shoot any- 
one else.” 

In the guise of a magazine journalist, 
O’Toole went to Dallas and was able to 
record private and phone conversations 
with several key figures in the Kennedy 
killing and its aftermath, including 
members and former members of the 
Dallas police department who lied, ac- 
cording to O’Toole’s PSE analyses, 


about events surrounding the assas- 


sination. 

In general, The Assassination Tapes 
contributes powerful scientific evidence 
that Oswald was innocent and that Dal- 
las police officers, 11 years after the fact, 
are still lying to protect, wittingly or not, 
the actual conspirators. On the basis of 
his new PSE evidence and his familiar- 
ity with intelligence operations, O’Toole 
formulates a scenario for Oswald’s 
movements in Dallas and his victimiza- 
tion as a “patsy.” (See accompanying 
story.) 

O’Toole was in Boston recently and

Greed 

About 150 members of Massachusetts 
Fair Share demonstrated at the Boston 
headquarters of New England Telephone 
on May 22 to protest the company’s re- 
quest to the Department of Public Util- 
ities for a $210 million rate increase. The 
largest utility hike ever proposed in state 
history, it would raise basic monthly ser- 
vice fees by a total of from $22 to $34 a 
year; pay phones from a dime to 20 cents; 
and metropolitan and suburban service 
from $50 to $84 a year. This increase 
would follow the $42 million hike granted 
only last fall. 

Fair Share has set up a meeting with 
company president William Mercer to 


discuss the group’s reform program for - 


consumers, which calls for fixed rate ser- 
vice, an end to the company’s deposit pol- 
icy (Jim Katz of Fair Share calls it ‘“‘ar- 
bitrary” and “‘discriminatory against low- 
and middle-income people”), and a fair 
billing procedure. Katz says, “The com- 
pany says straight out they want to in- 
crease their profits. They argue that they 
can’t function unless they get more 
money. It’s craziness. It basically comes 
down to a question of who the utility is re- 
sonsible to — the public or the stock- 
holders.” 

Katz pointed out that William Mer- 
cer’s personal salary just soared to $170,- 
000 annually, up $20,000 over last year 
and justified as a cost-of-living increase. 
Mercer is also a director of the First Na- 
tional Bank, John Hancock Insurance, 
and the Greater Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

New England Telephone is one of the 
central institutions in the Hub’s corpor- 
ate elite. Fair Share has researched the 
firm’s interlocks and found that three of 
its directors are also directors of the First 
National Bank, one of the Suffolk Frank- 
lin Bank, one of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Boston, one of the New England Mer- 
chants Bank, one of the Dorchester 
Savings Bank, one of the State Street 
Bank and Trust, one of the National 
Shawmut Bank, one of the Provident In- 
stitute for Savings, and one of the Boston 
Five Cent Savings Bank. Telephone Com- 
pany directors are also well represented 
on the boards of insurance companies. 
Three are directors at New England Mu- 
tual Life, two at Liberty Mutual, three at 
John Hancock, one at Boston Old Col- 
ony, and one at Massachusetts Mutual 
Life. In addition, New England Tele- 
phone directors sit on the boards of Ray- 
theon, the Cabot Corporation, the New 
York Stock Exchange and the Council of 
Foreign Relations. Jim Katz says, ““These 

people shouldn’t control a public util- 


ity.” 
Pork Barrel 

A major argument in support of a big 
Pentagon budget (which currently 
amounts to about half of all federal ex- 
penditures) is that military spending 
creates jobs that would not otherwise ex- 
ist. A new study conducted by the Public 
Interest Research Group in Michigan la- 
bels this idea a myth. “Contrary to pop- 
ular and long-held beliefs, a high level of 
military spending creates unemploy- 


ment,” states the study, which was pub- 
lished in the May 8 issue of WIN mag- 
azine. The researchers’ careful analysis of 
statistics shows that as money has flowed 
to the Pentagon, expenditures in the civ- 
ilian sphere have declined “by certain 
definite percentages.” Instead of gener- 
ating human service, construction, and 
non-military manufacturing jobs, tax dol- 
lars pile up in Pentagon coffers, which, 
according to the study, yield fewer jobs 
per billion dollars than any other kinds of 
government programs. 

Massachusetts is particularly hard hit 
by this budgetary imbalance. The state 
lost approximately 35,000 jobs between 
1968 and 1972, the study claims, because 
of the reallocation of federal funds from 
civilian to military use. That translates to 
about 25 percent of Massachusetts’s un- 
employment directly attributable to a 
bloated Pentagon budget. The PIRG 
study says that over 60 percent of the peo- 
ple in the US reside in states that have 
suffered net:job losses from this cause. 

Another conclusion of the report is that 
employment would be increased by a De- 
fense Department budget cut, which 
would create more jobs in the civilian sec- 
tor of the economy. “Sustained high mil- 
itary expenditure costs the people of the 
United States dearly. It costs them 
money. It costs them jobs.”’ The writers of 
the study propose that industry be con- 
verted from military- to civilian-oriented 
production, with security provisions made 
for the workers involved. Pruning the 
Pentagon would also prune the unem- 
ployment rate. 

The Landlord Problem 

During the past decade, housing devel- 
opments subsidized by the Federal Hous- 
ing Authority were built throughout Mas- 
sachusetts and about 30,000 Boston fam- 
ilies moved in because of the supposedly 
low rents offered by the federal govern- 
ment. However, as the new Depression 
descended, the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development encouraged 
landlords to raise rents regularly. 

This government-landlord alliance has 
not gone unopposed; instead, a militant 
tenants union has emerged. The Tenants 
First Coalition, claiming over 1000 dues- 
paying members living in FHA-subsi- 
dized apartments, “‘began in 1970 with or- 
ganizing efforts against the biggest FHA 
landlord in New England — Max Karg- 
man of First Realty, Inc. Some four years 
later, the strongest FHA unions in Mas- 
sachusetts are in Kargman-owned proj- 
ects and Kargman himself hovers near 
financial ruin,’ reports Barry Brodsky in 
the new issue of Radical America. Brod- 
sky describes how HUD’s strategy of al- 
lowing landlords to charge incremental 
rent increases forces lower-income fam- 
ilies out of FHA properties and into pub- 
lic projects, and how the Tenants First 
Coalition has organized both within var- 
ious apartment complexes and _state- 
wide. Al McCarthy, chairman of the High 
Point Tenants Union in Roslindale, is 
quoted as saying, ““The government and 
its agencies exist only to establish justice 
and promote the general welfare, some- 
thing that HUD seems to have forgotten. 
And the general welfare does not consist 


of making a few millionaires like Max 


Kargman richer and pushing hundreds of 
families. deeper into poverty.” (Radical

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Middlesex Jail: Sheriff 


By Chuck Fager : 

On the top three floors of the 
new Middlesex County Court- 
house in East Cambridge is a 
completely new, completely 
empty Middlesex County Jail. 
The Courthouse opened in 
March of 1974, several years late 
and at a cost of something like 
$60 million more than the ori- 
ginal $20 million estimate; the 
jail itself is still not finished and 
will not be open before the latter 
part of this year. If some local 
prison reformers had their way, 
it would never open at all. The 
man who has to run it, Sheriff 
John Buckley, wishes it had ne- 
ver been built. ' 

* * * 

On Mother’s Day, 1961, two 
inmates of the Middlesex Coun- 
ty House of Correction in Biller- 
ica somehow got hold of a .25- 
caliber pistol and shot their way 
out of the jail. During the es- 
cape, the jail’s master, David S.- 
Robinson, grappled with one of 
the prisoners, Edgar Cook, and 
was shot behind the ear. He died 
instantly. 

A dragnet closed in on Cook 
later, as he hid out in a Back Bay 
brownstone. When police finally 
stormed the building, they found 
him dead by his own hand. 
Cook's companion, Norman Por- 
ter, was eventually captured and 
is still in Norfolk state prison. 

This violent jailbreak was for 
days top news around the Bos- 
ton area. The slain Robinson was 
highly regarded by his fellow of- 
ficers, and his funeral cortege 
was large and somber. Today his 
murder is memorialized by a 
plaque that hangs over the en- 
tryway to the new Middlesex jail 
on the Middlesex Courthouse’s 
17th floor. Reaction to the kil- 
ling of Robinson — and a deter- 
mination to prevent anything 
like that happening again — 
seem to dominate the jail’s de- 
sign, with its emphasis on ulti- 
mate security and safety. 

It is in the women’s section, on 
the 20th floor, that this attitude 
may be seen most completely. 
Here the facilities for convicted 
females are in an open-dormi- 


tory arrangement, without pri- 
vacy, around a central matron’s 
guard post from which every ac- 
tivity of the day — eating, sleep-. 
ing, eliminating — except show- 
ering can be constantly watch- 
ed. Down the hall is a block of 
eight cells for women being held 
in pre-trial confinement. These 
cells — like all the cells in the 
jail — are less than six by nine 
feet (a person of medium height 
can, with hands outstretched 
and fingers folded at the second 


knuckle, touch the opposing 
walls), with only a steel bed- 
frame, a small desk-top pro- 
truding from the wall, and a tiny 
sink and toilet. Outside, the cells, 


_three huge television sets have 


been placed along the catwalk 


‘with the screens about eight feet 


above the floor; from most cells 
the screens can be seen only ob- 
liquely at best, and then while 
one is seated on the floor press- 
ed against the bars or lying on 
the floor. The only other recrea-

tional area is on the roof, a 25 by 


50-foot section open to the build- 
ing’s winds at the top but cover- 
ed by a heavy steel mesh. 
The men’s floors, below, are 
‘ similarly security-conscious. The 
-«.two sexes could only interact at 
one point, in the jail’s chapel, 
since it is the one section of the 
place that shows any design ob- 
jective other than security. An 
almost handsome room, it has 
dark, curved red brick walls that 
provide a warm contrast to the

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~ Little UpROAR at Anti-Busing Convention 
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By Tom Sheehan 

If the organizers of the recent 
national ROAR convention had 
stage-managed it in the style of 
the classic political rally, they 
might well have saved their big- 
gest thunder until the end. 

But as it was, the emotional 
peak in ROAR’s two-hour rally 
at the Commonwealth Pier Sun- 
day before last came about 15 
minutes into the show when, as 
the crowd sang ‘God Bless 
America” and waved American 
and Irish flags, Boston City 
Councilor Louise Day Hicks as- 
cended the platform and moved 
to the microphone. 

“T said-it yesterday, I'll say it 
today and I'll say it tomorow,” 
said Mrs. Hicks. ‘‘Never, never 
will we allow our children to be 
forced to be taken from us.” 

That much was not new; Mrs. 
Hicks has been saying roughly 
the same thing for a decade now. 
But she then moved on to a new 
theme — the danger of Com- 
munism in the schools and on 
the streets — added to the 
ROAR litany after violence 
flared during a march by the far- 
left Progressive Labor Party 
(PLP) three weeks ago. 

“We have found out that the 
PLP are going to be with us all 


out neighborhood ROAR lead- 
elk ers to say a word or two in an ob- 
vious attempt to cover for his ab- 
sense. The crowd grew notice- 
ably itchy and had thinned out 
considerably by the time master 
of ceremonies Avi Nelson an- 
nounced that Thomson wouldn’t 
be appearing. 

But even before Thomson’s 
belated appearance, ROAR lead- 
ers had to be concerned about 
the rally’s relatively low turn- 
out. While the official police esti- 
mate put the crowd at 6000, a 
more realistic guess would have 
been in the 3-to-4000 range. On 
the day before the rally a series 
of workshops was held at the 
Hynes Auditorium and a scant 
130 persons showed up. (Asked if 
she was disappointed by the 
workshop attendance, Mrs. 
Hicks replied that it was a fine 
turnout indeed for ROAR’s first 

What made the low figures 
particularly surprising was the 
convention’s timing, just one 
week after Judge Garrity issued 
his phase two busing order and a 
few days after he ordered two 
ROAR leaders to explain their 
role in a recent school disturb- 
ance. These two developments

summer,’’ Mrs. Hicks an- 
nounced. “PLP claims to be the 
labor movement of America... . 
You are the true labor move- 
ment of America. 

‘We have one message for the 
PLP: Don’t tread on us!” 

When Mrs. Hicks concludéd 
her remarks, the rally settled in- 
to a by-now familiar routine, 
with the customary speakers 
joining some new anti-busing 
faces from the South, members 
of a newly named ‘‘charter com- 
mittee” that intends to set up a 
national ROAR organization. 
The locals touched on the usual 
themes: crime (“You know what 
the crime rate is,’ said City 
Council president Gerald O’Lea- 
ry. ‘You know what’s going on in 
this city”); the impeachment of 
federal judge W. Arthur Garrity, 
who ordered busing (City Coun- 
cilor Albert ‘Dapper’ O’Neil 
reminisced’ about disembarking 
“on this very pier’ from a troop 
ship in 1945 after fighting Hit- 
ler. and then said, ‘“Today ano- 
ther dictator has been resurrect- 
ed in the person of W. Arthur 
Garrity, and we will defeat ano- 
ther dictator’); and, above all 
else, continued resistance (‘‘We 
will fight, fight and fight until 
justice prevails,” said state Sen- 
ator Billy Bulger). 

There was a repeat perform- 
ance by Dallas talk-show host 
Clay Smothers, who had spoken 
at a ROAR rally on the Com- 
mon last year. As Smothers, a 
black, stepped to the micro- 
phone and was greeted by a pro- 
longed round of applause, one of 
the ROAR marshals on the 
speakers’ platform turned to me: 
“Call that racist,”’ he dared. 

Featured speaker Meldrim 
Thomson, the right-wing gov- 
ernor of New Hampshire, didn’t 
make it to the pier on time, and 
by the end of the afternoon, the 


ROAR has apparently come to 
rely more and more on a hard 
core of activists.

ments is upon us, so I hope I’m 
not too late with this nomina- 
tion of President Gerald R. Ford 
for an honorary Doctorate of Bel- 
licosity from the John Wayne 
School of International Law and 
Diplomacy. 

“Never,” the citation might 
read of the Commander-in- 
Chief's Mayaguez masterstroke, 
“have so many achieved so little 
for so few at such cost.”

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The Alleged Judicial ‘Attack’ Self-Defense 


By Dave O’Brian 

On Friday, Roberta Shaffer, a 
28-year-old Sharon mother of 
two, is scheduled to go to jail — 
the long-delayed result of the 
fact that, in 1971, she killed a 
man who, she still insists, was 
threatening to kill her and her 
two children. All her legal ap- 
peals were exhausted recently 
when the Massachusetts Su- 
preme Judicial Court upheld her 
manslaughter conviction. 

Virtually no one would argue 
that she needs to be incarcerat- 
ed because she constitutes a 
threat to society. Indeed, a 
strong case can be made that she 
ought to remain free so she can 
care for her 11-year-old daugh- 
ter, Evie, who has cystic fibrosis 
and, without proper attention, 
might die. Evie could well be- 
come a ward of the state — as 
could seven-year-old Eric — 
should their mother go to jail. 

There is a request pending be- 
fore the state parole board, 
therefore, to have Shaffer’s six- 
month-to-five-year sentence 


commuted — and one would 
think that most of the publicity 
surrounding this emotion- 
charged case would focus on 
that. 

But it hasn't. Because of some 
basic media misunderstanding, 
apparently, of the complex is- 
sues raised in the ruling by the 
Supreme Judicial Court (SJC) 
— as well as the basic fears of the 
times — the ruling has been 
widely regarded as a startling be- 
trayal by the SJC of the individ- 
ual’s right of self-defense, as a 
major legal re-interpretation 
that deprives us all of the pre- 
rogative to defend our homes and 
families from armed attackers. 

In truth, the decision uphold- 
ing the conviction of Shaffer and 
defendants in two other cases 
does nothing of the sort — nor 
does it constitute any kind of 
change in the way this state’s 
courts have always dealt with 
the question of self-defense. 

How, then, did the misunder- 
standing — if that’s what it is — 
come about? It began with the 


way the ruling was initially 
played in the Boston Globe, and 
was compounded by a radio talk- 
master and a Herald columnist. 
And then, God help us, the poli- 
ticians started getting into the 
act. 

The original story, which ap- 
peared April 30, was written by 
the Globe’s Joe Harvey, an able 
reporter who is also an attorney 
and has covered the Suffolk 
County Courthouse for better 
than a quarter of a century. His 
account was essentially accu- 
rate. The real problems were the 
page one placement of the story 
and the headlines: 

“Threatened Person Must 
Seek Escape, Even In House”’ 

“Court Says Self-Defense 
Shooting Can Be Unlawful” 

If it’s true, as John Fiske, 
executive secretary of the SJC, 
asserts, that the decision had to 
do with three cases entirely un- 
related to the classic situation 
involving a citizen’s defending 
his home from an armed intrud- 
er and that ‘‘nothing has 


changed” as a result of it, then 
the Globe's front page play was 
_ unwarranted. 

But Avi Nelson, the right-wing 
WHDH talkmaster and self- 
styled defender of home and 
hearth, took to the airwaves that 
evening, likening the court’s al- 
leged insistence that we aban- 
don our homes to attackers to 
the retreats of the Italian army. 
“Lots of misinformation was 

assed around,”’ said John 

urke, administrative assistant 
to Chief Justice G. Joseph Tau- 
ro, who wrote the decision. 
Burke listened with disbelief, he 
said, as Nelson riled up his lis- 
teners — many of whom, pre- 
sumably, began. writing angry 
letters to the editor and to their 
legislators. 

“I’m not knocking the judge, 
because he never did me any 
harm, but he sure gave me some 
weekend,” wrote Herald Amer- 
ican columnist Harold Banks as 
he whimsically described the 
time he spent digging a tunnel 
from his kitchen to his backyard 


in order to provide himself with 
an escape route from attackers. 
Banks’s interpretation of the 
ruling: “You know the judge — 
G. Joseph Tauro, the chief jus- 
tice of the State Supreme Court. 
He’s the one who decided that if 
some guy comes into my house 
and starts pestering me by, say, 
slamming the kitchen door on 
my fingers to see how many 
times he has to do it before they 
fall off, or trying out a new ham- 
mer on my head to get the feel of 
it, I can’t straighten him out 
with a shot from the little old 
Civil War cannon I keep in a 
corner of the living room for nuts 
like that — unless I have ex- 
hausted ‘all available means of 
escape.’ That’s what the judge 
said — first exhaust ‘all avail- 
able means of escape,’ then you 
can give the nut both barrels, 
which is just an expression I’m 
using, because this cannon I’ve 

got has only one barrel.” 
Funny stuff. But it’s not ex- 
actly what Judge Tauro said.

Robert Bergenheim, the new publish- 
er of the Herald American, is about to 
make what he readily agrees will be an ex- 
tremely controversial appointment. Bar- 
ring anything unforeseen (like finding a 
more qualified candidate on the Herald’s 
staff), Bergenheim is planning to name 
William J. Lewis, long-time Globe re- 
porter and more recently an aide to for- 
mer Secretary of State John Davoren, as 
‘the paper’s city editor. 

The pending appointment is being 
viewed with concern in some quarters be- 
cause Lewis, over the years, has garnered 
a reputation, whether justified or not, asa 
man who has been linked to practices that 
raise questions of propriety. And Bergen- 
heim’s first act upon assuming the pub- 
lisher’s job was to post a strict new “no 
payola” policy designed, he said, to bring 
to the paper a reputation for integrity. 

Reached last week in California, where 
he was visiting with his former colleagues 
at the Sacramento Bee, Bergenheim said 
he realizes the Lewis appointment, if and 
when it comes, will “create some flak.” 
But he thinks Lewis’s abilities as a news- 
man and knowledge of the city will more 
than compensate. 

“T know his reputation and I know his 
past record,” Bergenheim said. “I am 
thoroughly convinced that he will do a 
competent job and that his integrity on 
our payroll will never be in a position to 
be challenged.” 

Back in the ’50s, when Lewis covered 
the State House for the Globe, he was ex- 
tremely close to then-Atty. Gen. George 
Fingold. Indeed, following Fingold’s sud- 
den death during his 1958 run for gover- 
nor, one press account identified Lewis as 
a member of Fingold’s campaign com- 


mittee. Lewis says the charge was “‘abso- 
lutely untrue.” 

A full decade later, Lewis — then a 
Globe copy desk man — was seen in the 
Senate chamber during the debate on no- 
fault insurance, and the story that circu- 
lated was that he was lobbying for an ex- 
emption for the Rockland Mutual Insur- 
ance Company which was run by his 


» friend, Wendell Berman. Lewis denies 


this charge, as well as the widespread be- 
lief that the incident led to his leaving the 
Globe. The Globe and he, Lewis said, 
“just had a parting of the ways.” (The 
Globe would not comment on this last 
week but in a previous column in these 
pages Lewis told the Phoenix that when 
he left the Globe he received a letter of 
commendation from Globe editor Tom 
Winship.) 

Lewis does agree, though, that he later 
went into the restaurant business (a place 
called The Executive Suite) with Ber- 
man and Eddie Davis, who was also nam- 
ed in the 1969 news account as a member 
of Fingold’s committee. And he agrees 
that he and Fingold “‘were very close per- 
sonal friends 365 days a year for 17 years.” 

If Lewis was forced to leave the Globe 
for being too close to the people he was 
covering, Bergenheim offered, “they 


should have fired 90 percent of the Globe _ 


staff. Bill Lewis worked very closely with 
Fingold and I think that was absolutely 
dumb of him, but this was a common 
practice at the time. I also recognize that 
he has been a lobbyist and that he work- 
ed for Davoren — a man for whom I have 
no respect — but neither Fingold nor Da- 
voren is in any, official capacity now. Bill 
Lewis and I worked together at City Hall 
|Bergenheim reported for the Christian 
Science Monitor]. He’s a damn good 


newsman, he has talent, and he wants, 
with reason, to show the Globe up.” 

Nonetheless, reports from Herald staf- 
fers are that many are greatly disturbed 
over the prospect — enough so that people 
who don’t really want the city editor job 
have applied for it in an effort to head off 
the Lewis appointment. And Bergen- 
heim’s honeymoon with his staff — which 
began when he posted the ‘“‘no payola” 
policy — may soon be over.

reeter; he was the Secretary 

eneral of the American Friends 
of the Anti-Bolshevik Nations 
Inc. (AF-ABN), an internation- 
al. organization with strong in- 
telligence connections. 

’ Peter Dale Scott, a professo 
at Berkeley and a highly respec- 
ted researcher, suggests in his as 
yet unpublished manuscript, 
The Dallas Conspiracy, that 
“Raikin was himself some kind 
of agent either for the FBI or 
some analogous agency such as 
the CIA or Army Intelligence. If 
he was not, then the contact 
and/or surveillance which one 
would expect from the FBI had 
somehow been delegated to a 
member of a right-wing political 
organization which was directly 
engaged in a bitter polemic with 
the Kennedy administration.” 


The Dallas Exiles 

Oswald, who had returned 
from the Soviet Union with a 
Russian wife — whose uncle was 
a member of the Soviet Secret 
Police — settled in Dallas among 
a protective circle of friends, vir- 
tually all of them anti-commun- 
ist, Russian exiles. 

This transplanted commun- 
ity congregated around three 
main institutions: the Russian 
Orthodox Church, which report- 
-~ received CIA funding; the 
Tolstoy Foundation, which, ac- 
cording to the Warren Report, 
received ‘‘as much as $400,000 a 
year subsidy” from the US gov- 
ernment to arrange defections; 
and the Texas oil industry. 
These emigres sheltered the 
‘“‘Marxist’”’ Oswald, drove him to 
parties, provided him with con- 
tacts and jobs, and. donated 
about 100 dresses to his wife; all 
of this is documented in the 
Warren Report. 

The two men who acted as the 
closest guardians of Oswald had 
intimate ties with the intelli- 
gence apparatus. George de 
Mohrenschildt, member of. the 
Dallas Petroleum Club -and 
World Affairs Council, was per- 
haps the most solicitous patron. 
An acquaintance of Jackie Ken- 


nedy’s family, he admitted to — 


having worked for French intel- 
ligence during World War II and 
maintained close business rela- 
tions with men fronting for the 
CIA. Among these were George 


Brown, president of the Brown: 


Foundation, a CIA conduit, and 
John Mecon, founder of the San 
Jacinto Fund, another CIA con- 
duit. De Mohrenschildt was a 
cosmopolitan consultant to oil 
companies (according to the 
Warren Report) and just hap- 
pened to be in Guatemala City, 
the jumping-off point for the Bay 
of Pigs invasion, during that par- 
ticular fiasco. 

George Bouhe, a 60-year-old 
Russian who aided Oswald’s 
wife, Marina, in caring for her 
baby, was concerned that she 
lived too far from his home for 
him to come promptly to her as- 
sistance, according to Warren 
Report testimony. The Com- 
mission didn’t investigate the 
more intriguing information that 
Bouhe was the personal ac- 
countant for Lewis MacNaugh- 
ton of DeGolyer and Mac- 
Naughton, an oil exploration 
consulting firm. MacNaughton 
was also a director of Republic 
National Gas and the Republic 
National Bank — with Karl 
Hoblitzelle, whose Hoblitzelle 
Foundation served for years as a 
CIA conduit. Such links to the 
CIA and other intelligence age - 
cies were widespread in wealthy 
Dallas circles. Oswald was more 
than accepted by this elite; he 
was escorted in his social life and 
cultivated for no apparent rea- 


son. 
In the spring of 1963, Oswald 
left his modest Dallas home for 
New Orleans, where he estab- 
lished a one-man chapter of the 
ro-Castro Fair Play for Cuba 
ommittee. The address Os- 
wald stamped on his leaflets, 544 
Camp Street, was actually the 
headquarters of a Cuban exile 
group; no Fair Play committee 
was lodged there. Incidentally, 
the name of the press secretary 
of this anti-Castro organization, 
Carlos Jose Briniguier, appear- 
ed in Oswald’s notebook. The 
Warren Commission interview- 
ed Briniguier but did’ not in- 
quire into these suspicious coin- 
cidences. If Oswald was a sup- 
porter of Fidel, why was he asso- 
ciating with the Bay of Pigs

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Oswald swiftly established 
himself as a pro-Castroite dur- 
ing his summer foray in New Or- 
leans by engaging Carlos Brini- 
=e a Cuban exile to whom he 

d already introduced himself, 
in a “fight.”” Oswald, according 
to Briniguier’s Warren Commis. 
sion testimony, stood on a street 
corner and told him, “OK, Car- 
los, | if ou want to ‘hit me, hit 
me.” Briniguier chose not to 
strike Oswald and both were 
promptly arrested. Charges 
against Briniguier were drop on 
and Oswald was fined $10, 
not before he requested to see the 
FBI and “somebody went to the 
First District” police station to 
file an affidavit in his behalf, ac- 
cording to Marina Oswald. The 
Warren Commission never bo- 
thered to find out who this 

“somebody” was; Briniguier tes- 
tified that two FBI agents show- 
ed up and took Oswald aside for 
a discussion. 


Who Was T-2? 

Upon his return to Dallas, Os- 
wald was apparently tracked by 
the FBI. Or was he? FBI agent 
James Hosty of Dallas turned 
over to the Warren Commission 
a detailed dossier on Oswald’s 
“Connections with the Com- 
munist Party’ which included 
this data: “On April 21, 1963, 
Dallas confidential informant T- 
2 advised that LEE H. OS- 
WALD of Dallas, Texas, was in 
contact with the Fair Play for 
Cuba Committee in New York 
City at which time he advised 


that he passed out pamphlets for «qa 
the Fair Play for Cuba Commit- © .~ 
tee. According to T-2, OS- 
WALD had a placard around his & 
neck reading, ‘Hands Off Cuba 

Viva Fidel.’” Hosty told the 
Commission that this informa- 
tion had come from the “FBI 
field office in New York”; how- 
ever, J. Edgar Hoover’s descrip- 
tion of the FBI Oswald file dis- 
closes no such New York-to-Dal- 
las transmission. Agent T-2, 
then, was a Dallas-based infor- 
mer, probably the man who 
wrote to the Fair Play Commit- 
tee in New York on April 19, 
1963: “I stood yesterday for the 
first time in my life, with a pla- 
card around my neck, passing 
out Fair Play for Cuba pam- 
phlets .... My home-made pla- 
card said: HANDS OFF CUBA! 
VIVA FIDEL!” 


The author of this confession, 
according to the Warren Com- 
mission, was none other than Os- 
wald. But if Oswald was agent T- 
2 for the FBI, why did the Bur- 
eau build a file on his alleged 
“Communist” ties? The Warren 
Commission did not follow up on 
this, nor did it adequately ex- 
plain why the name of FBI agent 
James Hosty was written in Os- 
wald’s notebook. Hosty was the 
FBI’s Oswald expert, having in- 
terviewed him before November 
22, 1963, and during the short 
time that Oswald was held by 
the Dallas police. His testimony

Virtually all Warren Commis- 
sion critics advance the theory 
that Oswald was set up as the 
fall guy to allow the conspiracy 
to escape detection. 

Immediately after the Kenne- 
dy killing, police questioned ev- 
eryone — including Oswald — in 
the Texas School Book Deposi- 
tory building. Within an hour of 
the assassination, Dallas police 
officer J.D. Tippit was shot to 
death in another part of the city. 
Within 75 minutes of the assas- 
sination, Oswald was arrested 
while sitting in a movie house a 
few blocks from where Tippit 
was slain: 

The Warren Commission con- 
cluded that Oswald had gone 
into the movie house to hide. 

But George O’Toole, former 
chief of the CIA’s Problem An- 
alysis Branch and author of The 
Assassination Tapes, suggests an 


_alternative scenario. O’Toole 


points out that movie theaters 
are common meeting places for 
intelligence operatives. If Os- 
wald had been targeted as the 
fall guy for the conspirators who 
actually carried out President 
Kennedy’s murder, then an al- 
most deserted and darkened 
theater would have been an ex- 
cellent place for his elimination; 
this could have been effected 
with a legitimate cover, since it 
could be reported that he had re-

sisted arrest. 

“But something went wrong,” 
O’Toole writes. “There may 
havé been more patrons in the 
theater than expected, the house 
lights may have been turned up 
too soon, or perhaps some of the 
police officers who responded to 
the report of a suspect at the 
theater were not in on the game. 
In any case, chance bought Lee 
Harvey Oswald forty-eight more 
hours of life.” 

Among the lawmen who en- 
tered the Texas Theater to find 
Oswald was FBI agent Robert 
Barrett. There was no compel- 
ling reason for the FBI to be in- 
volved in the hunt for a suspect 
alleged at that time only to have 
killed a Dallas policeman. FBI 
agent Barrett’s name turns up in 
the Warren Report as part of the 
Bureau investigation of a pos- 
sible conspiracy. Barrett, how- 
ever, was never called to testify 
and his role was never explain- 
ed. Again the Warren Commis- 
sion refused to probe any 
FBI/CIA links to Oswald. 


The Two Oswalds 

The Commission also did no- 
thing with the possibility that 
the name Lee Harvey Oswald 
was itself used by persons un- 
known to frame the real Os- 
wald. On November 9, 1963, a 
Lee Harvey Oswald was in a Dal- 
las car dealership making ar- 


rangements to test-drive a car. 
However, the Warren Commis- 
sion says that on that day the 
real Oswald was in Irving, Tex- 
as, writing a letter to the Soviet 
Embassy — and for another 
thing, Oswald did not drive. On 
September 23, 1963, Oswald, ac- 
cording to the Commission, was 
on a bus to Mexico City; the 
same day, a man calling himself 
Lee Harvey Oswald went to the 
Selective Service Office in Aus- 
tin, Texas, asking about his mi-

The most intriguing element 
of the “Two Oswald” theory, 
however, concerns the mé6ve- 
ments of yet another Oswald, in 
Mexico City. 

Six weeks before Kennedy’s 
assassination, the CIA notified 
the FBI that one of its sources in 
Mexico had reported that on Oc- 
tober 1 a man identifying him- 
self as Lee Harvey Oswald had 
entered the Soviet Embassy in 
Mexico City inquiring about a

The CIA source in Mexico City 
also described Lee Harvey Os- 
wald as ‘‘approximately 35 years 
old, with an athletic build, about 
six feet tall, with a receding hair- 
line.”

In the April 3, 1975, New York 
Review of Books, George O’Toole 
and Bernard Fensterwald of the. 
Committee to Investigate As- 
sassinations disclosed photos of 
the Mexico City Oswald. The 
photos had been taken by CIA 
surveillance agents in Mexico 
and were released to O’Toole and 
Fensterwald after a Freedom of 
Information Act suit. 

The CIA photos show an Os- 
wald that looks like John Havli- 
cek more than the alleged assas- 
sin of President Kennedy. 

George O’Toole told the Phoe- 
nix that an intelligence contact 
of his knew who this mystery 
man was, and that if O'Toole 
were given subpoena power he 
would produce him and prove 
that this Oswald was a profes- 
sional assassin. 

A few months before Lyndon 
Johnson died, his former aide, 
Leo Janos, paid a visit to the 
LBJ Ranch and brought up the 
subject of Kennedy’s murder. “‘I 
never believed Oswald acted 
alone,” Johnson told him. John- 
son also called the Warren Re- 
port into question in a conversa- 
tion with Walter Cronkite, 
shown on television only last 
month. In his talk wtih Cron- 
kite, Johnson asserted that there 
was a conspiracy behind the kil- 
ling of Kennedy. He suspected 
that perhaps the Cuban govern- 
ment was retaliating against the 
“Murder, Inc.” he said the US 
operated in the Caribbean. 

Recent disclosures about the 
CIA indicate that LBJ was not 
melodramatic in his character- 
ization of the government’s ef- 
forts to assassinate foreign lead- 
ers. There were numerous CIA 
attempts on Fidel Castro’s life, 
all obviously failures. Castro 
himself says that he possesses 
concrete evidence of about 100 
tries. But the conduct of the CIA 
does not prove that Fidel at- 
tempted to exact retribution. In 
fact, the Warren Commission 
emphatically ruled out the theo- 
ry that the revolutionary Cu- 
bans had stalked JFK. Such a 
theory would have been easy for 
the Warren Commission to let 
stand; blaming communists 
seems always to be an easy me- 
thod of explaining complicated 
political events. But in order for 
the Commission to establish Os- 
wald as a solitary killer, it had to 
refute conspiracy theories of 
both the left and right. The 
Commission, therefore, dismis- 
sed the argument advanced by 
the right that Oswald, as an 
agent of the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee (and by extension an 
agent of Castro), committed the 
deed out of communist convic- 
tion. Neither the FBI nor the 
CIA produced any substantial 
evidence to support the anti- 
communist claim, and the War- 
ren Report noted this. 

What the Warren Commis- 
sion neglected to investigate, of 
course, were the right-wing links 
to the assassination: 


The Rockefeller Probe 

It is unlikely, too, that the 
Rockefeller Commission — 
which was formed to investigate 
the CIA — has been looking very 
deeply into possible CIA in- 
volvement in the Kennedy as- 
sassination. Formed as it was

Gregory and Weberman 
contend that two of the va- 
grants bear uncanny resem- 
blances to E. Howard Hunt and 
Frank Sturgis of Watergate 
fame; the Commission has turn- 
ed the picture over to FBI pho- 
tographic experts for examin- 
ation. 

Tempting as such a photo is, 
drawing past and present con- 
spiracies neatly together, many 
Kennedy assassination theorists 
have discounted it. Assassina- 
tion researchers are simply un- 
certain about who the unidenti- 
fied tramps really are, and are 
unwilling to stake the credibili- 
ty of their entire effort on one, 

sibly dubious, photo. Mark 
ane, author of one of the first 
critiques of the Warren Report, 
Rush to Judgement, labeled Gre- 
gory’s assertions about the pic- 
ture “irresponsible” and a “great 
disservice’ to serious assassina- 
tion research. ‘““The Rockefeller 
Commission wants to prove 
there wasn’t any conspiracy in 
the assassination. The way they 
will do it will be to seize on irre- 
sponsible statements like Gre- 
gory’s. He has given them the 
opportunity to ignore the hard 
evidence,’ Lane charged. 

Carl Oglesby, a member of the 
Cambridge-based Assassination 
Information Bureau and author 
of the forthcoming book, Yan- 
kees and Cowboys (Sheed and 
Ward), termed the tramps pic- 
ture ‘‘a red herring” that will be 
used “to discredit the Warren 
Report critics.”

The Zapruder Shot 
The other piece of evidence 
the Commission has assessed is 
the film of JFK’s killing taken by 
Dallas dress manufacturer, 
Abraham Zapruder. The Zapru- 
der film shows Kenneday thrust 
violently backward by the ap- 
parent oe of a bullet com- 
ing from the front. Five physici- 
ans gathered by the Rockefeller 
Commission analyzed the au- 
topsy report, saw the film, and 
announced that JFK was reac- 
ting to a shot from 
behind. 
Cyril H. Wecht, coroner of Al- 
legheny County, Pennsylvania 
and a Warren Report critic, stat- 
ed that the Rockefeller Com- 
mission doctors did not see cru- 
cial evidence: ‘‘They did not exa- 
mine the brain itself [which, 
oddly, is missing from the Na- 
-, tional Archives], nor the micro- 
“scopic autopsy slides or neutron 
activation analysis of bullet frag- 
ments which would further aid in 
determining their origin.” 
five physicians admitted to 
Wecht’s charge, but maintained 
that this material was unneces- 
sary. Wecht pointed out that all 
five have — or profession- 
al ties to doctors who conducted 
a similar review in 1968, or to the 
doctors who performed the 1963 
autopsy — and thus might be 
unwi ling to go against the find- 
ings of their colleagues. 
one of this should surprise 
those familiar with the composi- 


sion and how it has carried out 


its work. Over half of the mem- 
bers have had direct links to the 
CIA; only 10 investigators were 
hired by the Commission; only 


18 weeks were allotted for prob- - 


ing; and testimony was heard on- 
ly 18 times. Despite this record, 
the Commission did hear Frank 
Sturgis confess that he had par- 
ticipated in CIA assassination 
plots in Cuba, the Dominican 
Republic, Guatemala, Haiti and 
Panama. Still, C. Douglas Dil- 
lon, Commission vice-chairman 
and Chase Manhattan Bank di- 
rector, said that ‘‘with one or two 
major exceptions, everything the 
CIA did was peripherally con- 
nected with legitimate work.” 

This judgment has not exact- 
ly stood the test of time, even 
though it was made only two 
weeks ago. “CIA probers in Con- 
gress threaten to embarrass Roc- 
kefeller,’’ reports The Wall 
Street Journal. ‘‘Senator 
Church's special subcommittee 
is out to dig up any dirt that the 
report next month by Rocky’s 
commission won't reveal; 
charges of whitewash would au- 
tomatically follow.” 

Far from resolving the mys- 
tery, a Rockefeller Commission 
whitewash would serve only to 
aggravate public skepticism 
about official explanations — 
skepticism that has been height- 
ened by the Vietnam War and 
Watergate. It remains to be seen 
whether the Church Senate com- 
mittee — which starts hearings 
in July — will be able to appre- 
hend a truth that has been at 
large for over a decade.

would have been. 

“TI knew about these people be- 
cause they were always bugging 
me about things. These are the 
folks who put together the Mis- 
sion Impossible devices. As a 
matter of fact, they would send 
old tapes of Mission Impossible 
shows to CIA stations in Liber- 
ia, for example, for morale pur- 
poses. Now, one of these guys 
from the Records Integration Di- 
vision took me on a tour — of 
course, they didn’t show me 
everything — but they showed 
me cameras that didn’t make a 
sound when the shutter closed, 
and they’re experts on audio sur- 
veillance. Anyway, this guy was 
saying that the agents in the 
field see Mission Impossible and 
say, ‘Why can’t we have that?’ 
And the next thing they knew 
they were getting formal re- 
quests at RID for something they 
saw on the show. I thought that 
was kind of jolly. 

“Well, several years later, af- 
ter I was working with Colonel 
Bell, one of the inventors of the 
Psychological Stress Evaluator, 
and my work with it was well- 
known, I was home and a friend 
of mine called me and he said, 
‘Turn on channel 5 right now — 
Mission Impossible’s got a Psy- 
chological Stress Evaluator on 


it.’ I said, ‘What are you talking 
about?’ This was a rerun of Mis- 
sion Impossible, since it had 
been off the air for several years, 
and I turned on the television 
and sure enough, there was PSE 
— physically — being used by 
the Mission Impossible team. 
What the devil is this? So I call- 
ed Colonel Bell and told him 
about it and he said, ‘Yeah, af- 
ter I left the Army I was techni- 
cal adviser for the show.’ ” 

O’Toole turned to a discus- 
sion of the CIA, the Rockefeller 
panel and the Kennedy assas- 
sination in Dallas: “If the CIA 
was involved in this — and I’m 
beginning to wonder if they 
weren't — they’ve of course got a 
very big stake in keeping it from 
all coming out. 

“Did you see the interview the 
other night with Daniel Schorr 
talking to Rockefeller on CBS? 
When he asked Rocky, ‘Are you 
going to look into the JFK as- 
sassination?’, Rockefeller was 
extremely careful in his state- 
ments, but he said in effect that 
if the CIA was involved, it was a 
domestic operation and ob- 
viously that comes under our 
charter, and we would look into 
it. Then Schorr later said that 
CBS had learned — meaning 
Schorr had learned — that the 
Rocky panel had learned that 
the CIA withheld evidence it had 
turned up in the course of the 
Warren investigation — that evi- 
dence being that apparently in- 
formation from Soviet sources 
which the CIA decided was 


planted evidence and therefore 
determined on its own should 
not be shown to the Commis- 
sion. 

“The thing that worries me is 
that the Rockefeller panel will 
look at the evidence and say, ‘We 
looked at it and brought Mr. Col- 
by in and he swore to tell the 
truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth, and said 
they had nothing to do with the 
assassination,’ and that'll be it. 
Now, this is inevitably going to 
go on the agenda of the Church 
committee in the Senate, which 
is certainly less likely to be in- 
volved in a whitewash. Now we 
all know that the Rockefeller 
committee is a whitewash, that 
they hired David Belin [former 
Warren Commission counsel and 
an apologist for its report] to 
lead the pack. What we have to 
do is just press for a joint Con- 
gressional committee that is go- 
ing to do nothing but look at the 
assassination, armed with the 
power of subpoena and the pow- 
er to grant immunity selectively 
in exchange for testimony. 

“A two-pronged effort is re- 
quired: first, to get people in 
Middle America interested and 
dissatisfied with the official si- 
tuation and, second, to put pres- 
sure on Congress and educate 
Congressmen to tell the differ- 
ence between fuzzy photographs 
that might be Hunt and Sturgis 
and the ineluctable conclusions 
regarding the ballistics of a bul- 
let and the evidence in the Zap- 
ruder film.”

Certainly not what he meant. 

What Tauro did say, in part, 
was that a person may use a 
deadly weapon upon a would-be 
assailant only ifshe has “‘reason- 
able apprehension of great bod- 
ily harm and a reasonable belief 
that no other means would suf- 
fice to prevent such harm.” This 
is merely the classic and accept- 
ed definition of “self-defense.” 

What has disturbed so many, 
though, is the revelation that, as 
the courts of this state have tra- 
ditionally interpreted common 
law, the overall rules of self-de- 
fense do not change radically 
when the location of the attack 
becomes one’s own home. 

This view of the individual 
rights does differ from that of 
other states, however, and does 
fly in the face of the cliche that 
man’s home is his castle’’ — 
as Judge Tauro readily agreed in 
his decision: 

“This [the view that ‘a man’s 
home is his castle’ and mere in- 
trusion by a stranger is a capital 
offense] has never been the law 
of the Commonwealth and we 
see no reason to accept it now. 
We prefer instead to follow our 
long-established rule that the 
right to use deadly force by way 
of self-defense is not available to 
one threatened until he has 
availed himself of all reasonable 
and proper means in the cir- 
cumstance to avoid combat, and 
hold that this rule has equal ap- 
plication to one assaulted in his 
own home.” 

But this statement does not 
mean that the circumstances un- 
der which a person is attacked or 
intruded upon have no bearing 
on any resultant court case. 
Fiske stresses that the basic le- 
gal requirement here is simply 
that “you have to do what’s rea- 
sonable — and you have to re- 
member that a jury will be de- 
ciding what’s reasonable.” 


The jury should take into ac- 
count whether a person is at- 
tacked in his or her own home 
(where, in Judge Tauro’s words, 
one has “an exclusive right to 
be”) and should also take into 
account all evidence that bears 
on a person’s state of mind at the 
time of the attack. If one is home 
alone and an intruder is break- 
ing in, for example, it would 
probably be judged more rea- 
sonable to run next door. (You 
are not “abandoning” your home 
in such a case, Fiske insists; you 
are going for help.) If, on the oth- 
er hand, you have children sleep- 
ing in the next room, a jury 
would probably not consider it 
“reasonable” for you to leave 
them behind to be strangled as 
you take off through the back 
door. The courts do not require, 
in all cases, that we turn tail and 
run “regardless of considera- 
tions of personal safety.” 

Burke stressed that the courts 
are placing restrictions on the 
use of “deadly’’ force — defin- 
ing when, in other words, it is 
permissible for Harold Banks, as 


he puts it, to “plaster some nut 


all over the wall with that can- 
non.” If a drunk barges in the 
front door, Burke said, there is 
nothing preventing us from shov- 
ing him back out. But should we 
blow his head off? 

One could argue that a goodly 
share of the Mass. House of Rep- 
resentatives would answer in the 
affirmative. As a direct result of 
the outrage and confusion arous- 
ed by reported versions of the 
ruling, Rep. Terrence P. McCar-

goes off automatically if some- 
one sets foot on the property to 
ask directions. I’m frankly glad 
that’s not the law in Massachu- 
setts. If it were, I'd be dead 
about a dozen times over.” 

* * 

Of course, the fact that we all 
retain the right to a trial before a 
jury of our “peers” is probably 
about as much comfort to Ro- 
berta Shaffer these days as it is, 
say, to Dr. Kenneth Edelin. 
Shaffer was convicted of man- 
slaughter by just such a jury, 
and both the Court of Appeals 
and the SJC have upheld that 
conviction. 

The man Shaffer killed was 
John Ferruzzo, aged 23, her lov- 
er. On Dec. 16, 1971, while her 
two children were watching TV 
in a basement playroom, Shaf- 
fer and Ferruzzo quarreled up- 
stairs after Ferruzzo threw a 
spoon at the cat. She has testi- 
fied that he suddenly rose from 
his chair and said, ‘Never mind. 
I'll take care of you right now.” 
She then rose, threw a cup of tea 
at him, and fled to the base- 
ment. 

He stood at the top of the 
stairs, Shaffer says, and shout- 
ed down at her: “If you don’t 
come up the stairs, [ll come 


down and kill you and the kids.” 

She started to call the police, 
she said, but stopped after Fer- 
ruzzo said he’d leave the house if 
she hung up. But he did not 
leave. A few minutes later he re- 
turned to the head of the stairs. 
Shaffer ran to the other side of 
the basement, she says, took a 
.22 caliber rifle from a wall rack, 
and loaded it. 

According to Shaffer, Ferruz- 
zo told her he wanted to talk 
things out, and asked her again 
to come upstairs, saying she 
could keep the rifle trained on 
him while they talked if she 
wanted. Instead, she picked up 
the phone again and started to 
call the police. 

At this, Ferruzzo started down 
the stairs toward her, she says, 
and she fired. He was killed in- 
stantly when the bullet pierced 
his heart. 

The defense argued that she 
was in genuine fear for her life 
and the lives of her children be- 
cause Ferruzzo had beaten her 
severely on numerous occasions 
in the past. Still, according to 
her own testimony, she loved 
him, planned to marry him, and 
had persuaded him to seek psy- 
chiatric help. ‘ 

Records of the Medfield State 


Hospital (showing that Ferruz- 
zo had been committed for ob- 
servation in 1965 after two sui- 
cide attempts) were offered by 
the defense as grounds for her 
panic when she pulled the trig- 
ger (which, she insists, she 
doesn’t remember doing). But 
they were not admitted into evi- 
dence. The Appeals Court later 
ruled this action proper, since 
Mrs. Shaffer had never seen the 
records and thus their contents 
could not have influenced her 
state of mind. . 

In upholding Mrs. Shaffer’s 
conviction, the Appeals Court 
said she was not justified in 
shooting because she 1) had am- 
ple time to call the police; 2) 
could have fled (with, presum- 
ably, the kids) out the cellar 
door; and 3) should have warned 
Ferruzzo that she was going to 
shoot. 

Many crucial points, though, 
can be argued either way. Fer- 
ruzzo had no weapon. But he 
knew karate. There was testi- 
mony that Mrs. Shaffer was an 
experienced marksman. But she 
was not wearing her glasses. One 
side says she couldn’t have fled 
because the door was bolted 
shut. The police say it was wide 
open when they arrived. All the 
facts surrounding the incident 
come from Mrs. Shaffer’s testi- 
mony — and it may be that the 
jury simply didn’t believe her. 
And certainly the fact that her 
attacker was an unarmed man 
who was living with her, and not 
an armed intruder, makes this 
case anything but pertinent to 
the controversy the SJC’s ruling 
has generated. 

This controversy will prob- 
ably continue regardless of the 
results of Shaffer’s appeal for 
commutation, which rests with 
the parole board and Gov. Mi- 
chael Dukakis, not the courts. 
But somewhat ironically, the de- 
cision in this case has not al- 
tered the individual’s right to 
self-defense one iota. It has 
merely made more of us aware of 
the limits this state has always 
imposed on that right.

chapel is comparatively, it ne- 
vertheless makes a visitor with 
any religious sensibilities want 
to scream. 

A list of the new jail’s short- 
comings from the standpoint of 
even minimally enlightened cor- 
rections concepts would go on for 
several more pages. In fact, such 
a critique does fill numerous fat 
file folders in Sheriff John Buck- 
ley’s office just beneath it. Al- 
though he was appointed as a 
Republican reformer in April 
1970, Buckley never was able to 
lay hands on the actual plans for 
the jail until early in 1972. Part- 
ly this lag in communication had 
something to do with the fact 
that, in the meantime, he had 
run for reelection against Jack 
Dever, the Chairman of the 
County Commissioners who were 
building the courthouse. But 
partly it was completely in char- 
acter with the incredibly inept 
way that everything having to do 
with the building’s erection was 
conducted. (To this day, Buck- 
ley does not know how much was 
spent constructing the jail; his 
best guess is upwards of $6 mil- 
lion.) 

Once he saw the plans, Buck- 
ley was shocked. In June of 1972 
he issued a statement calling the 
plans ‘totally inadequate from 
both a security and humanitar- 
ian standpoint.” If it was built as 
planned, he added, ‘‘the county 
will have the oldest jail in the 
newest building in the country. 
We will have moved backwards, 
not ahead. It is like buying a car 
for $30,000 and then discovering 
it does not work.” 

But the jail was built as plan- 
ned, even though the County 
Commissioners agreed to 
changes Buckley listed. The 
sheriff is now completing plans 
for a remodeling which he feels is 
necessary to make the facility 
even minimally acceptable. The 
remodeling will probably cost 
between $250,000 and half a mil- 
lion, and will not be finished un- 
til very late in the year or be- 
yond. Buckley has also declared 
that he will not have any women 
in the jail at all; he sees no way 
of making that section of the jail 
even minimally acceptable. Wo- 
men assigned to his custody will

The story of waste, incompe- 
tence and possible corruption in 
the construction of the Middle- 
sex County Courthouse is old 
news. It has been the subject of 
three official investigations (all 
of which went nowhere) and in- 
numerable journalistic exposes. 
John Buckley is, in a way, lucky 
that his efforts to influence the 
jail’s planning were unsuccess- 
ful, because he thereby escapes 
the suspicions of being stupid or 
dishonest which attach to al- 
most everyone else involved with 
it. He and his staff receive a con- 
sistently sympathetic hearing 
when they describe their efforts 
to make the best of what is ob- 
viously a bad piece of work. 

But for some people in the pri- 
son reform constituency, Buck- 
ley’s best is here not good 
enough. Chief among the critics 
are the women making up the 
core collective of the Boston Bail 
Project, one of several groups de- 
voted to change that carry on 
their work from offices in the 
basement of the Old Cambridge 
Baptist Church in Harvard 
Square. The Bail Project has 
been working for almost six years 
to get people in the Boston area 
out of jail prior to their trials and 
to educate the public about the 
inequities of the system of bail 
and pre-trial confinement. In re- 
cent years, the money to put up 
bail has been provided largely by 
the New England War Tax Re- 
sistance, an association of area 
tax refusers who pool their with- 
held moneys in a Boston bank. 
The Bail Project has now made 
opposition to the opening of the 
new jail a major part of their 
educational work.

collective indicate that their op- 
position to the jail opening is 
based on several factors, some of 
which go beyond concern over 
the specific conditions there to 
the jail’s connection with larger 
issues: 

1) Fundamentally, they op- 
pose the jail because it is a facil- 
ity intended exclusively for pre- 
trial detention, for the locking up 
of people who have not been con- 
victed of a crime. They argue 
that the Constitutionally based 
presumption of innocence is in 
practice contradicted by the con- 
struction of new pre-trial cells, 
because studies show that the 
number of people confined be- 
fore trial expands — or con- 
tracts — to fill the jail space 
available. This process, of 
course, works most against the 
poor and the nonwhite. Its course 
is shown in Boston by the fact 
that the federal court order 
which directed that each cell in 
the Charles Street Jail be limit- 
ed to only one instead of two pri- 
soners has_resulted in fewer 
people’s being sent there by lo- 
cal judges before their trials. 
Faced with the lack of places to 
put people, the judges stick clo- 
ser to the Constitution and let 
more people out on their own re- 
cognizance. 

2) Further, prison researchers 
have established that pre-trial 
confinement is the first move in 
a definite tracking into the pri- 
son and criminal subcultures, a 
move imposed on people by the 
system of justice. That is, people 
who are held in jail before their 
trials are much more likely to be 
convicted, and then much more 


‘likely to be sentenced to prison, 


and then more likely to become 
repeat offenders: As a 1972 stu- 
dy by the Manhattan Legal Aid 
Society put it: “A first offender 
who is detained in lieu of bail is 
more than three times more like- 
ly to be convicted and almost 
twice as likely to get a prison 
sentence as a recidivist with 
more than ten prior arrests who 
is released. The differences in 
outcome between the two groups 
of people, the detained and the 
released, are accounted for only 
by the fact of pre-trial detention 
itself.”” The construction of new 
pre-trial facilities, the Bail Pro- 
ject women argue, will serve on- 
ly to perpetuate this tracking 
process. 

3) Specifically, the new Mid- 
dlesex Jail is as bad as the sher- 
iff says it is, and worse. The Bail 
Project women point beyond the 
security obsession to (a) the iso- 
lation of the location, (b) the eer- 
ie, constant vibration of the 
building on those floors and the 
cacophony of noises that the 
flushing of a few toilets alone 
produces, and (c) factors of safe- 
ty and evacuation in case of fire. 
Buckley cannot increase the 39 
square feet of space in the tiny 
cells, because to do so would re- 
quire the complete reconstruc- 
tion of the jail, for-which there is 
no money. And what would hap- 
pen if Buckley were replaced by 
a law-and-order conservative, as 
he almost was last year? In such 
hands the place would become a 
nightmare. Buckley should 
abandon it, the women argue, 
before people get used to its op- 
eration, and should find some 
way to eliminate pre-trial de- 
tention in the county. 

+ 

What is ironic about the con- 
frontation of Sheriff Buckley by 
the Bail Project’s challenge is 
that he has agreed with every- 
thing but its conclusion. He 
knew about the statistics re- 
garding the expansion of pretri- 
al confinement to fill new cells 
and the tracking into prisons of 
people held before trials, and he 
has agreed that the studies are 
correct. He has also agreed that 
the new jail will always be an ar- 
chitectural albatross: the noise 
and the sense of enclosure, he’s 
admitted, have given him head- 
aches consistently if he stayed 
up there for more than an hour: 
As he and I talked on a warm af- 
ternoon recently, the wind was 
shrieking through his open of- 
fice windows. Buckley closed 
them and allowed that the wind 
blew like that around the build- 

ost Constantly. He 
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knows, too, that the building’s 
elevators break down frequent- 
ly, as one did when I was there. 
He even has his alternatives 
ready to go: enforcement of the 
Massachusetts Bail Reform Law 
of 1966, which (on paper any- 
way) makes bail more easily at- 
tainable; employment of court 
liaison people to speed proces- 
sing of the cases of people held 
pre-trial; and passage of a law 
guaranteeing accused people 
either a trial within 90 days of 
their arrest or the dropping of 
the charge. “If we had a stream- 
lined system of justice like this,” 
he concluded, “there probably 
wouldn't be any need for new jail 
cells.” 

But John Buckley, prison re- 
former, is also John Buckley, law 
enforcement officer, a man work- 
ing within an existing and very 
inadequate system. “The fact is 
that we don’t have speedy trials 
in Massachusetts,” he said. This 
means that judges keep sending 
him people whom he has to put 
behind bars; and though he has 
hired a special assistant to work 
at speeding up these people’s 
cases, they keep arriving in larg- 
er numbers than can be proces- 

, sed out to bail hearings or their 
trials. And the present jail con- 
ditions he has to work with are 
not very good either; pre-trial 
people are now kept in the Bil- 
lerica House of Correction, where 
by law they must be segregated 
from the convict population. 
This has resulted in split shifts 
in the use of recreational and 

_ other facilities; it means eating 
in three shifts and thus prepar- 
ing nine meals a day instead of 
three; it also means keeping men 
‘in their cells more than he wants 

~to. He has been trying to get the 
state to take over operation of 
the county houses of correction; 
and if he succeeds he will have to 
move his jail population out of 
Billerica anyway. 

It is after weighing all these 
factors that Buckley has deter- 
mined to try to make the new jail 
usable. “I think we can make 
enough improvements in the jail 
to make it livable and secure, to 
forestall a suit like the one which 
will close Charles Street, to 
make it able to meet the new 
state standards for jail condi-

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tions,’ he told me. The state, in- 
cidentally, currently has no stan- 
dards for jail construction; its 
first set is being formulated in 
the Department of Corrections. 
“If we can't make these changes, 
then I wouldn’t be willing to use 
it either,’’ he added. “‘But I think 
the changes can be made.” 

The women of the Boston Bail 
Project told me they can appre- 
ciate the pressures Buckley is 
under and do not question his 
sincerity. But through their edu- 
cational work they would like to 
be able to add a new pressure to 
the others: the weight of citizen 
opinion that the jail should not 
be opened. They note that be- 
sides the new Middlesex jail, five 
other counties in Massachusetts 
— Bristol, Essex, Berkshire, 
Hampshire and Suffolk — have 
new jails in various stages of 
planning. All of these cells will 
be intended to hold people who 
have not been convicted and who 
are officially presumed inno- 
cent. 

In many places around the 
country new jail and prison con- 
struction is underway as a ma- 
jor response to the continuing 
rise in crime. Buckley himself 
showed me a sheet of statistics 
from California, where almost a 
quarter of a billion dollars worth 
of new prisons are in various 
stages of planning. Alameda 
County alone, with a population 
that’s several hundred thousand 
less than Middlesex’s, is plan- 
ning to spend $38 million to 
build three facilities exclusively 
for pre-trial use with a capacity 
of over 1100 men and women. 

Massachusetts, in its smaller 
way, is preparing to follow suit. 
To the women of the Bail Pro-- 
ject, this trend is wholly omin- 
ous, a sign that oppression will 
substitute for justice, and, what- 
ever else it does, it will not make 
life safer for those still outside 
the bars. Sheriff Buckley is in al- 
most complete agreement with 
them. But they hope to press 
him into action on that agree- 
ment beyond what he has al- 
ready done, by keeping his own 
set of 125 new cells closed per- 
manently and by creating an al- 
ternative now, while there is still 
time.

Finally, some kind of recogni- 
tion should be given those four 
stalwarts of the Boston School 
Committee, Paul Ellison, John 
Kerrigan, Paul Tierney and 
Chairman John McDonough. 
How about Doctorates in Chutz- 
pah? 

Chutzpah, for the uninitiated, 
is the quality of cheek, if not gall, 
as manifested in the story of the 
lad who murdered his parents 
and begged the mercy of the 
court as an orphan. He had 
nothing on our School Com- 
mittee. For years they estab- 
lished and maintained a school 
system as thoroughly segregated 
as could be contrived — and in 
the face of mandates to the con- 
trary from the Supreme Court of 
the United States and the Gen- 
eral Court of the Common- 
wealth. Not content with the 
concept of the neighborhood 
school as a bastion against the 
encroachment of blacks, they 
boldly bused boys and girls from 
Columbia Point’ past schools 
near their homes and across 
town into Roxbury. When the 
federal court made its inevit- 
able finding of de jure segrega- 
tion and handed down its con- 
stitutionally ineluctable order to 
desegregate, the Committee- 
men called for delay — as 
though, all of a sudden, they had 
seen and meant to correct the er- 
ror of their ways. Now after a 
school year marked by truancy 
and even violence, which our 
four hoarsemen did nothing to 
ameliorate, they demand furth- 
er delay. Now, they declaim, the » 
parents and children of Boston 
are too stupid to be able to grasp 
the desegregation plan prepared 
under court order and over their 
proverbial dead bodies by pro- 
fessional ‘educators. 

It’s really quite a simple plan. 
Just how much “forced” busing 
will be involved is impossible to 
determine at this point. (It 
should be noted as a matter of 
more ‘than just historical inter- 
est that the school bus was in- 
vented long before Brown vs. 
Board.) Under the Phase II plan, 
the city is divided geograph- 
ically into eight neighborhood 
districts, with a ninth citywide 
district comprising ‘‘magnet” 
schools — institutions with 
something to offer beyond what’s 
available in the ordinary neigh- 
borhood schools. A child, with 
his parent’s guidance, will 
choose either to attend school in 
his own district — in which case 
he may or may not be bused, de- 
pending on how close he lives to 
the school to which he is as- 
signed (and on whether he rides 
a bicycle or the T) — or to at- 
tend one of the magnet schools, 
in which case he will much more 
likely be bused. Cross-district 
busing to non-magnet schools 
will be utilized only as a last re- 
sort to achieve desegregation, 
and that only at the high school 
level. Cross-district busing will 
occur only if large numbers of 
parents and kids fail to make the 
choices available to them — 
which is precisely what our fear- 
less four School Committeemen 
are encouraging them to do, tell- 
ing them to ignore the plan be- 
cause they cannot possibly un- 
derstand it. 

It is a classic study in dema- 
goguery, and it ought not to go 
unrewarded: caps and gowns to 
the quibbling quartet from the 
Robert McNamara College of 
Obfuscation and Self-Fulfilling 
Prophecy, with a special award 
to Mr. Ellison for his assertion 
that his indictment on charges of 
grand larceny was brought about 
by his opposition to busing.

provement over the Jerry?” 

“Not really. It’s just a school.” 

Charlene interrupts. “I didn’t 
learn a thing in five months at 
South Boston High this year — 
too many fights.’ Did she get 
hurt? ‘“‘Naw, I fought back,’’ she 
grins. 

“Did you make any white 
friends?” 

“I knew some white girls who 
used to live in the project. We 
were friends, but they had to 
stop talking with me.” 


The bus stops some blocks

of the march and rally that “the 
important thing is that we got 
black people out here marching 
and testifying in the way they 
want to testify.” The implica- 
tion is that a wave of indignant 
black parents and students ral- 
lied beneath the banner raised 
by Arthur Garrity. But from this 
rally, it is difficult to detect any 
constituency enthusiastic about 
the way in which Boston schools 
are being integrated. Black par- 
ents were scarce, liberal subur- 
banites offering to send their 
children to any part of the city 
were not to be found. The same 
standard of law that desegregat- 

ed Southern schools is being ap- 
plied to Boston, but the moral 
fervor, that grassroots demand 
for racial justice that character- 
ized the Southern civil rights 
era, seems to be absent here. In- 
deed, the greatest passion is be- 
ing generated by whites urging 

on those who balk at busing. The 
ambivalence and apathy of those 
who might be expected to sup- 
port integration through busing, 
coupled with anti-busing fervor 
(not all of which can be written 
off as racial hatred) may well in- 
sure continued troubles come

seemed to be the perfect orga- 
nizing tools for a group about to 
hold its first mass meeting in 
months, and there is little doubt 


that the ROAR leaders at- | 


tempted to exploit them. That 
they were unable to bring out a 
massive gathering under such 
circumstances may be telling. 

It would be absurd, of course, 
to count ROAR out at this stage 
of the game. But veteran ROAR- 
watchers say that the organiza- 
tion has been losing some 
strength in recent months, large- 
ly because it has come to be seen 
— even among strong anti-bus- 
ers — as too extreme. There have 
been splits within the ranks over 
a variety of issues — including 
tactics, finances and leadership 
— and the group has apparently 
come to rely more and more on a 
hard core of activists (see 
“ROAR Sharpens Its Fangs,” 
Phoenix, May 20). 

‘People make a mistake as- 
suming that ROAR speaks for 
the anti-busing constituency on 
all issues,’’ said one observer. 
“They speak for them, all right, 
but only on busing. And what 
you’ve got to remember is that 
they speak for people on that be- 
cause there are no alternatives.” 

This assertion is largely cor- 
rect: there are no well-estab- 
lished groups that speak to and 
for the anti-busing constituency 
as ROAR does. But it is also true 
that in recent months a number 
of other groups have been mak- 
ing slight but possibly signifi- 
cant inroads into the ROAR 
ranks. Here’s a partial run- 
down: 

@eThe Citywide Education 
Coalition. Created three and a 
half years ago by a group of re- 
formers who wanted some input 
into the search for a new school 
superintendent, the Coalition 
later became involved in the 
busing issue pretty much of ne- 
cessity. In late 1973 — before the 
School Department or anyone 
else thought it might be a good 
idea — the Coalition set up an 
information center to try to an- 


<swer worried parents’ busing 


questions. And with the arrival 
of the court-imposed plan last 
fall, the group had its organizers 
(it now claims nine full-time 
staffers and a mailing list of 
3000) out on the streets to try to 
keep the lid on. 

‘We've never taken any posi- 
tion on busing one way or the 
other,”” said Coalition director 
Mary Ellen Smith, a former 
teacher. ‘“‘We do have a commit- 
ment to integration, but there 
are people on the staff who are 
anti-busing.”’ 

That there are more anti-bus- 
ers on the staff now than in the 
past is indisputable, but most of 
them refuse to be quoted by 
name. ‘‘ROAR’s been very ef- 
fective at branding anyone who’s 
not with them all the way as a 
pro-buser, whether or not that’s 
true,” said one. 

Mary Ellen Carnazzo of East 
Boston, though she refuses to 
call herself either a busing op- 
ponent or supporter, admits to 
having been pretty much driven 
to the Coalition as a result of 
ROAR’s tactics. Last fall she was 
elected to head an Eastie chap- 
ter of the Home and School Asso- 
ciation, Boston’s PTA-type 
group. But Pixie Palladino and 
other ROAR activists then 
branded her a pro-buser, pres- 
sured the school president into 
calling a new election, and when 
the dust had cleared, Mrs. Car- 
nazzo had lost. Last week she at- 
tended her first Coalition- meet- 
ing. “I’m here,” she said, ‘‘be- 
cause I feel I can get more infor- 
mation here.” 

The Coalition is clearly good 
at what it does (providing facts, 
mediating local disputes and 
heading off potential violence), 
and it is in touch with neighbor- 
hood school issues. But labeling 
it a political alternative to 
ROAR would be inaccurate. 
There is the matter of funding: 
the group relies on foundation 
grants, not grass roots financial 


support, and a full $75,000 of its 


$125,000 budget this year comes . 


from the federal government’s 
Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration (LEAA) for “‘cri- 
sis prevention activities.” 

e Better Education Together 
(BET). A small group ,based 
largely in Dorchester, BET nev- 


* ertheless had an impact when it 


argued before the court-ap- 
pointed masters that any busing 
plan had to address itself to the 
issue of quality education. 
“We've tried to talk about how 
teacher expectations affect kids, 
about overcrowding, about low 
reading scores,”’ said BET presi- 


dent David Stratman, who also 
heads a Dorchester Home and 
School chapter. 

Stratman claims his group has 
attracted staunch busing op- 
ponents, and sounds like one 
himself. He is straightforward 
about his feelings on Garrity’s 
phase two plan. “The way the 
plan is devised,” he said, “‘it pro- 
vides a perfect opening for 
ROAR. I don’t think mést people 
like ROAR, but if you look at 
your school and see it’s over- 
crowded, and then you read the 
papers and see ROAR blaming 
the black kids, you begin to be- 
lieve it.”

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Newton’s WNTN: Don't Touch That Dial?

Newton radio station WNTN. 
is currently the target of a well- 
plotted effort to deny a license 
renewal. The station, which bills 
itself the AM alternative, broad- 
casts from an ill-kept cottage a 
few yards from the city dump 
and has been operating on a 
shoestring for all of its eight 
years. WNTN’s rock (but not 
Top Forty) format is aired only 
from sunup to sundown, in ac- 
cordance with FCC regulations 
for a daytime license. 

An influential group of about 
55 Newton residents, spear- 
headed by former mayoral can- 
didate William Carmen, has pe- 
titioned the FCC to deny WNTN 
its license renewal this spring. 
Citizens for Community Effect- 
ive Radio Now, CONCERN, list 
in their petition 10 alleged vio- 
lations of agreements made by 
WNTN with the FCC and the 
city of Newton. CONCERN’s 
main point of contention is that 
the station agreed, when grant- 
ed a license in 1967, to devote 15 
percent of its air time to “pro- 
graming of Newton content and 
interest,’ and to supply the city

clerk of Newton with an annual 
report outlining how the station 
had complied with the pact. Ac- 
cording to WNT'N owner Charles 
Bell, the agreement was includ- 
ed in his application to the FCC 
in order to get the city’s zoning 
approval to erect a 200’ high 
broadcasting tower. 

“My attorneys advised that I 
not comply with any conditions 
imposed .by the city,” said Bell. 
“There is some question as to 
whether a municipality has the 
authority to dictate program- 
ing, a power which I feel rests 
solely with the FCC.” Though 
Bell contends he is not answer- 
able to the city as far as pro- 
graming goes, recently he did, 
under protest, deliver to the city 
clerk annual reports for the last 
several years. The reports, says 
Bell, verify that WNTN has de- 
voted much of its programing to 
Newton affairs. 

According to Carmen, CON- 
CERN monitored WNTN over 
the past year and found that ona 
typical day the station devoted 
only a fraction of one percent of 
its total air time to Newton af- 
fairs. The problem is, what con- 

“stitutes Newton programing, 
and what is of Newton interest? 
Neither Bell nor the FCC has 
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specified just what the agree- 
ment meant. 

WNTN General Manager Bob 
Fay asserts that the question of 
what is of interest to Newton lis- 
teners can be disputed ad infini- 
tum. “There are 3!» million po- 
tential listeners in our broad- 
cast radius, so first, your re- 
sponsibilities extend beyond the 
borders of Newton. Second, what 
goes on in Boston, their schools, 
for instance, and the rest of the 
world, has as much importance 
to our audience in Newton as last 
night’s aldermanic meeting.” 
WNTN currently airs hourly 
five-minute newscasts, with 15 
minutes of news at noon. Public 
service programing and an- 
nouncements are scattered 
throughout the day, and all of 
Sunday is devoted to religious 
and Greek language pro- 
graming. 

When WNTN hit the air in 
1968, the station ‘was tailored 
primarily to Garden City gossip 
and local, occurrences. “Our 
most popular program was on 
cat care,” explained Bell with a 
slight smile. “But the listener- 
ship was so poor generally that 
around 1971 we started the pre- 
sent folk-rock format, and our 
audience increased dramatic- 
ally.”’ The change in format, Bell 
added, did not necessarily mean 
WNTN was drifting away from 
commitments to the commun- 
ity. “In recent years,”’ he said, 
“the programing changed not 
away from the people of New- 
en but to the youth of New- 
on. 

Carmen sees WNTN in a dif- 
ferent light. The petition to the 
FCC, he explained, was ini- 
tiated by the members of CON- 
CERN because of a general dis- 
satisfaction with the quality and 
programing of WNTN. “It’s 
amateurish,’’ Carmen said. 
“WNTN has never had any first- 
rate people or programs.” Fur- 
thermore, Carmen claims, a 
number of Newton merchants, 
some members of CONCERN, 


have expressed the feeling that - 


WNTN is not providing a prop- 
er advertising outlet, which Car- 


men says is much needed in the 
community. ‘The present for- 
mat of music has its place,” 
noted Carmen, “but lots of peo- 
ple are turned off by it.” He sug- 
gested that a station such as 
WNTN could “tap some of our 
Newton talent, like the Newton 
Symphony Orchestra, choral 
groups from the Newton schools 
or the broadcasting of high 
school football.” 

Carmen did not rule out the 
possibility that CONCERN 
would make a bid for the station 
should the FCC deny Bell his li- 
cense renewal. ‘““That’s a long 
way off,”’ said Carmen, “‘but the 
membership of CONCERN has 
discussed the possibility of start- 
ing a non-profit corporation. I 
have no interest in getting into 
radio, but would join the mem- 
bership of about 50 or so in start- 
ing such a corporation.” Cur- 
rently a management consult- 
ant, Carmen was from 1967 to 
1971 president of Heritage 
Broadcasting Co., which made 
an unsuccessful attempt to ac- 
quire a UHF TV station. 

An indication of the serious- 
ness of CONCERN’s efforts is its 
intention to zone WNTN out of 
existence if the FCC grants Bell 
a renewal. CONCERN has tak- 
en its case to the Newton Land 
Use Commission in an attempt 
to have the city order WNTN to 
dismantle its broadcasting tow- 
er. The city granted Bell “‘per- 
missive use”’ to erect the tower, 
contingent on his carrying 15 
percent Newton programing. So 
in theory, WNTN could find it- 
self this summer with a license 
but with no place from which to 
broadcast. 

“This land use thing is an 
example of how well orchestrat- 
ed CONCERN is,” observed 
Jack Bernstein of the Commit- 
tee for Community Access, a lo- 
cal broadcast media review 
group. “Although this type of ac- 
tion is unusual, local authorities 
have always been able to apply 
taxes, zoning or land use ordi- 
nances to manipulate business. 
It’s just a little touchier when 
that business is a broadcaster.” 


During a recent interview, Bell 
betrayed a tinge of anger when 
he related past encounters with 
Carmen. “A short while back,” 
Bell remarked, ‘“‘Carmen was in 
here at the station going over 
some of our documents with an 
assistant. As he was leaving I in- 
vited him to come on the air to 
discuss any flaws in our pro- 
graming. But he just smiled and 
left. J think he’s more concerned 
about creating an issue than he 
is in solving a problem.” 

For his part, Carmen re- 
sponded that Bell’s replies to 
CONCERN allegations have 
been superficial. ‘““The funda- 
mental failing of Bell,” says Car- 
men, “seems to be that to a large 
extent his response has been di- 
rected as a personal attack on 
me. Bell is making this look like 
a political issue as a way to 
throw off the FCC.” 

Though WNTN’s license ex- 
pired on April 1, the FCC has 
granted an indefinite permit tc 
broadcast until it can make a de- 
termination on the validity of 
CONCERN’s allegations. Both 
Carmen and Bell agree they are 
not likely to hear from the FCC 
until well into the summer. 

Meanwhile, the challenge has 
complicated the station’s pend- 
ing transfer of ownership, which 
also must be approved by the 
FCC in a decision distinct from 
the license renewal. Last De- 
cember Bell negotiated to sell 
WNTN to two Boston-area busi- 
nessmen, Orestes Demetriades 
and John Booras, for some $285, - 
000. The prospective buyers now 
produce the station’s Sunday 
Greek programing. Bell said he 
had been approached by several 
potential buyers, one of whom 
wanted to convert the station to 
a country-western outlet. “My 
main concern was that any new 
owners preserve the present for- 
mat,’ Bell explained. ‘‘Deme- 
triades and Booras have assured 
me they will not change the for- 
mat. That’s unequivocal.” 

There had been some spec- 
ulation that the two prospective 
owners would operate a foreign

language station, since that is 
their field of expertise. How- 
ever, their application for trans- 
fer, on file at the station, states .

Trower states of Clapton: “To me, 


Clapton was never creative .... He’ 


wasn’t very experimental....” That 
may be true, as Emerson verifies, but who 
is Robin Trower to criticize? He has never 
created anything by copying Hendrix. His 
profound revelation of not having to be a 
jack-of-all-trades to be a good guitarist is 
wasted. What makes a great guitarist if 
not for his wanting to try something new 
and untouched? His outlook is stagnat- 
ing. What about his opinion: “I don’t 
think it’s possible to startle people from 
album to album... .”’ He seems to for- 
get the Beatles (or doesn’t he recognize 
their talent or progressiveness?) Trower 
continues to lower all other artists for the 
sake of bettering himself in the eyes of 
those who know what class he is really in. 
But he doesn’t fool anyone. He has a no- 
tion that his pseudo-greatness comes from 
his writing ability and that he’s the first 
musician to think that that’s what sepa- 
rates him from everyone. 

Well, as one who has listened very 
closely to all types of musicians for years 
and is very familiar with all the myriad 
styles, I say Robin Trower is unexciting, 
unoriginal and definitely, bitterly con-

Collective Music 


Rory O’Connor’s comments on playing 
solo music in Boston in the April 29 music 
supplement were in general very percept- 
ive and a pleasure to read. However, his 
article does reflect a couple of basic mis- 
conceptions about Buck n’Wing, the 
musicians’ cooperative to which I belong. 
I'd like to try to clear them up. 

In the first place, I think it’s a mistake 
to categorize Buck n’Wing as “purist,” 


and I believe that most people involved in . 


folk music would agree with me. Each of 
us in the co-op is familiar with one or ano- 
ther area of the history of American mus- 
ic, and each of our five acts has solid roots 
in musical tradition. But our experiences 
as working musicians have precluded any 
kind of dogmatic approach to the craft. 
We all perform songs we have written our- 
selves, and in fact two of us spend so 
much time doing this as to run serious 
and continual risk of being labeled 


-“*singer-songwriters.” All in all, our music 


is roughly as pure as the last 75 years of 


. American history, about which I hope no 


one has any illusions any more. 

I'm afraid that neither can we lay any 
claim to ideological or political purity. We 
have banded together in response to the 
phenomenal pressures placed on individ- 
ual performing artists, the same pres- 
sures that O’Connor describes so well. 
Thanks in great part to the support we are 
able to share with one another, we are 
dealing fairly well with those pressures. 
We tend to see them as the direct result of 
living in a capitalist society; we tend also 
to see music and politics as separate, seri- 
ous matters. For my part, I believe that 
music is no substitute for revolution and 
vice-versa: confusing the two has result- 
ed in much harm to each over the last ten 
years. We have no group ideology; like 
many other working people, we make a 
living and deal with our convictions as 
well as we can. 

This means that we spend our energies 
outside of Boston as a rule. We hope that 
this will begin to change. At any rate, you 
don’t have to be famous to put on a suc- 
cessful benefit. Putting on benefits may 
indeed be a valid reason for becoming 
famous, perhaps the best; but I for one 
have no antipathy toward those who 
strive for fame because they see it as this 
business’s only alternative to poverty. 

Nor do I have any quarrel with people 


who play for fun alone: all music should 


be done for fun. Some of the very best 
singers and musicians I have known or 
heard might be described as amateurs by 
people who miss the point: you play 
music, and you take your pick between 
the pressures of the music business and 
those of a straight job. At this point, I 
prefer the music business. I have com- 
mitted a few years of my life to it and 
passed up a few other options in favor of 
it. It’s as good or as bad a way as any this 
society offers for growing up. 

In Buck n’Wing we have few illusions 
about fame, and certainly no control over 
it. We do have control over our art, and to 
a certain extent over what sort of lives we 
live while doing it. It’s not that we don’t 
dream, but rather that our dreams lie in a 
different direction from the ones that get 
advertised so much. In the short run, we 
hope to obtain from the community at 
large as much respect for our art as we 
give to one another and know each other 
to deserve; we hope to obtain enough of a 
living from our work to spend a good part 
of our lives becoming better artists, with 
enough time left over for our other needs 
and/or those of our families. In the long 
run, we hope for a society in which work 
and play are no more distinguishable to 
anyone than these seeming opposites are 
to us when we experience our best mo- 
ments in performance. If this is foolish, it 


' seems no more foolish to me than want- 


ing to become a star. In the meantime, we 
have worked out a few ways of lessening 
the difficulties. 

We're willing to talk about our exper- . 
iences with any group of musicians who 
want to start a cooperative. We’re doing 
all right, and we are not lonely people.

The Hairy Saga 
Harry Reems 


From Little Boy Blue to Porno King

[The new movie] High-Rise is the best 
porno made to date. I had just one se- 
quence, but the role of Toy Boy meant 
more to me than any lead I’ve ever play- 
ed.... Toy Boy is a child in an adult’s 
body. He’s got a thing for his mother that 
he'll never get over. His room is filled with 
stuffed animals and toys .... Our hero- 
ine soon maneuvers the boy-man into his 
bedroom and has his clothes off in a wink. 
She has her wicked way with him, but he 
doesn’t know what’s happening. 
—Here Comes Harry Reems, by 
Harry Reems (Pinnacle Books, 
1975) 
New York’s beautiful people, who last 
year created Porno Chic with their cine- 
matic slumming, have now moved on to 
other delights. The blue industry senses 
this desertion and realizes that porn can 
no longer sell tickets on vogue alone. 
Porn’s appeal must be broadened to en- 
compass the masses, its image sanitized 
for the squeamish. And to legitimize such 
films with The Sound of Music set, Har- 
ry Reems has been dispatched to titillate 
PG-lovers across America who wouldn’t 
ordinarily consider paying four dollars for 
a seat in usherless cinemas where the pop- 
corn is strictly BYO — wouldn’t dream of 
it, that is, until the star of Deep Throat 
and The Devil in Miss Jones convinces 
them, with manic charm and a dash of 
carnal chutzpah, that porno is, well, just 
show-biz. 
In years past, blue cinema’s biggest 


problem lay in proving its socially re- 
deeming value to the courts. Usually, a 
film could pass muster if it featured a few 
minutes of arbitrarily inserted footage in 
which, for example, a wizened little man 
in a white smock, Dr. ‘“‘Smith,’’ would ex- 
plain how sexual frustration could kill. 
Sandwiched between explicit scenes, this 
clinical bit constituted a Medicine Show 
of sorts, enabling flicks to run a week or so 
before the judicial system caught on. By 
then, of course, the films had been air- 
freighted to the next town. 

But now, new and uncompromising di- 
rectors with dry-look pompadours and 
bleached goatees have spliced out the dis- 
infectant messages. And who else but the 
stars are left to promote porn’s healthful 
effects? So enter Harry Reems, veteran of 
407 stag movies. Offscreen, his fly dap- 
perly buttoned to accommodate TV talk- 
masters and reporters in 40 cities, Har- 
ry’s on tour to promote, among other 
things, his autobiography, entitled — 
what else? — Here Comes Harry Reems. 
A few weeks ago, this Joe College stud 
told a Connecticut TV audience, “Per- 
verts can’t afford to see porno anymore” 
— thus dispelling the myth that one must 
see porn in seedy company. “Heck, we’ll 
cost you more than Godfather II.” It’s a 
growth industry. 

While Harry’s out hawking cock (a form 
of poppycock), his publishers, Pinnacle 
Books, actually boast that their author is 
only an all-American boy who Made Good 
By Being Naughty. And, if Pinnacle is to 


be believed, Harry’s diversions owe more 
to Disney than De Sade. His favorite pas- 
time, it is said, is driving around town in 
his pickup truck giving away free toys to 
kids; further, he invents fictional person- 
alities for himself: one imagined alias is 
Philbert Buck, who makes his living (says 
Harry) “roller skating, smiling and [who] 
holds the Delaware record for skipping 
stones.”’ Most significant, though, is Pin- 
nacle’s revelation that Reems once per- 
formed in Wheaties’ commercials. The 
blue business, not-so-stupid cupids that 
they are, is, after all, hyping porn as an 
amoral sexual decathlon, a no-holds-bar- 
red event; the image of Reems slurping 
cereal along with ex-pole vaulter Bob 
Richards and a host of other clean-living 
athletes only serves to promote this illu- 
sion (though nothing sanctifies a person 
like being on hand at America’s televised 
breakfast table). 

However, Reems is really just the 
champion of the “money shot,” porn’s 
word for ejaculating on cue from a direc- 
tor. It is a penile solo, coitus interruptus 
with harsh back-lighting. Porn producers 
think, perhaps correctly, that these ul- 
tra-graphics sell tickets, and they aren’t 
about to apologize for the utter obvious- 
ness of such orgasms. And with his 
“money shooting,’’ Reems is an asset to 
those who foresee the day when “‘suck and 
fuck” films (as aficionados call them) are 
first-running nationwide, when watching 
the two-backed beast will be as common- 
place for most of us as Candlepins For 
Cash.

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The Uphill Struggle Downhill Racer

THE OTHER SIDE .OF THE 
MOUNTAIN. Directed by Lar- 
ry Peerce. With Marilyn Has- 
sett, Beau Bridges. At the Bea- 
con Hill. 

This ranks as an inspirational 
movie, which is to say that the 
prime criterion for its success is 
not how it works but whether it 
works. In this light, The Other 
Side of the Mountain does suc- 
ceed: it’s touching, engrossing 
and pretty hard to resist once 
you've been lured inside the the- 
ater. But luring is, in this case, 
going to pose something of a 
problem. Four different ad cam- 
paigns have already beer: test- 
ed, and the winner — “NOT 
SINCE LOVE STORY...,” it says, 
as Beau Bridges leans tenderly 
over Marilyn Hassett, who has 
been posed to resemble Ali Mac- 
Graw — is far from satisfactory. 
If you go expecting an antisep- 
tically tragic little romance, you 
will doubtless be caught off 
guard by the heroine’s devastat- 
ing accident, which causes her to 
spend much of the film in var- 
ious hospitals and rehabilita- 
tion centers and the rest of her 
life in a wheelchair; the realist- 
ic, detailed way in which her 
misfortune is depicted pre- 
cludes an easy weep. But on the 
other hand, if you were to mis- 
take this for a ski picture (as an 
early, since-discarded campaign 
represented it), you would cer- 
tainly be unprepared for an ava- 
lanche of mush. 

The story is that of Jill Kin- 
mont, who was a gifted, enthus- 
iastic teen-aged skier well on her 
way to making the Olympic 
team until, in 1955, she flew off a 
cliff and broke her neck. Par- 
alyzed from the shoulders down, 
she somehow managed to main- 
tain some modicum of resilience 
and hope, making the best of 
those resources that remained. 
Deserted by her fiance (who be- 
lieved her early, stubborn prom- 
ises that she would walk again 
and hence can’t comprehend the 
monumental effort involved in 
her lifting a single potato chip to 
her mouth several months later 
— he has come to the hospital 
carrying a gift-wrapped pair of 
ski boots), she resumes an old re- 
lationship with a reckless fellow 
athlete named Mad Dog Buek, 
whose hearty, irresponsible love 
for her is destined to be short- 
lived. Kinmont also meets a 
number of other paraplegics — 
and learns to understand their 
deliberately harsh treatment of 
one another — through her best 
friend Audra-Jo, who contract- 
ed polio earlier in the story. 

If this all sounds unduly melo- 
dramatic, the’ incontrovertible 
defense for it is the fact that it’s 
true. Kinmont, who is now 39 
and teaches elementary school, 
was on hand during much of the 
filming, including the reenact- 
ment of her mishap (a circum- 
stance so marketably ironic that 
the crew of 60 Minutes arrived 
on location to film Kinmont’s re- 
action to the staging of the fall). 
She looked over the script and 
asked that certain exaggera- 
tions be eliminated, that the ac- 
tion be kept as accurate as pos- 
sible, and the filmmakers ac- 
ceded to her wishes. So because 
of its veracity this story be- 
comes hard to dismiss, very hard 
to forget, and its aesthetic mer- 
its are rendered quite secon- 
dary. The film never compro- 
mises its air of authenticity with 
any sermonizing, moralizing or 
even any overt thoughtfulness; it 
lets Kinmont’s story stand on its 
own emotional power, which is 
considerable. 

The realism of the story makes 
this a more complex film than 
most of its brethren in the inspi- 
rational fold, if only because 
we're never altogether sure how 
to react. Since Kinmont isn’t 
self-pitying, either on film or (ac- 
cording to the director) in fact, 
sympathizing with her becomes 
as patronizing as it is inevit- 


able. Her wildly hopeful out- 
bursts after the accident are 
soured by the patent imposibil- 
ity of a real recovery, even more 
so by crippled Audra-Jo’s bitter 
suggestion that she knock off the 
nobility and accept her situa- 
tion. The rough manner in which 
paraplegics treat one another — 
the film’s rehabilitation center 
sequence employs non-profes- 
sionals, and much of it is impro- 
vised — seems especially unset- 
tling. 

Larry Peerce, who also direct- 
ed Goodbye, Columbus and A 
Separate Peace, has a wonder- 
ful affinity for adolescent ener- 
gies and excesses, displayed 
most memorably here in Jill’s 
adventures with her friends and 
family before the fall. He elicits 
an exceptionally nice perform- 
ance from newcomer Marilyn 
Hassett, who plays the teen-aged 
Jill with verve and naivete that 
belie her 27 years, and who com- 
es to the role with rather grisly 
credentials, since she herself was 
paralyzed for a year after an ele- 
phant stepped on her during the 
filming of a commercial. The 
usually weary Beau Bridges is al- 
so quite good here, perfectly suit- 
ed to a movie in which all the 
scenery is spectacular and all the 
skies very blue. 

BREAKOUT. Directed by Tom 
Gries. With Charles Bronson, 
Jill Ireland, Sheree North, 
Robert Duvall, Randy Quaid. 
At the Astor and suburban the- 
atres. 

As an escape picture, Break- 
out is something of an anomaly. 
Tension surrounding the actual 
springing of a prisoner runs high, 
but events leading up to the 
break concentrate on the shifting 
relations among the key figures, 
rather than on the planning and 
dangers involved. 

At first, Jill Ireland is desper- 
ate to extricate her husband, 
Robert Duvall, from the Mex- 
ican penitentiary where he is ser- 
ving a long sentence for murder. 
Duvall has apparently been 
framed by his grandfather (John 
Huston), chairman of the board 
of a United Fruit-type com- 
pany, in collusion with the CIA. 
Ireland’s frantic efforts to free 
her husband lead her first to 
grandfather-in-law Huston and 
his CIA contacts, then to mav- 
erick flyer Charles Bronson, who 
agrees to take on the caper out of 
boredom and greed. His various 
schemes involving airplanes, dis- 
guises and payola fail to work. 

Meanwhile, Duvall degener- 


ates in prison, shedding the sim- © 


ple decency he showed in his in- 
itial scenes. He no longer trusts 
his wife, who is allowed to visit. 
The more she tells him about 
this man Bronson, the more dub- 
ious he becomes. You can see 
him changing, losing hope, grow- 
ing suspicious, like Mia Farrow 
in Rosemary’s Baby. 

Bronson’s schemes are hare- 
brained but, under the circum- 
stances, appropriate. The Mex- 
ican prison is really not a bad 
place, for a hoosegow. The 
guards are not sadistic, merely 
bored, and life is not insupport- 
able. Other prisoners escape, but 
for some reason — prestige, per- 
haps — the prison warden is de- 
termined to hang onto Duvall. 
Possibly the CIA is keeping the 
pressure on, though this is never 
suggested. It is puzzling that Ire- 
land should gladly fork over 
$100,000 for an elaborate geta- 
way plan and not be able to bribe 
the warden for considerably less. 

Be that as it may, Ireland 
sides increasingly with Bronson, 
whose motives evolve from the 
merely pecuniary to a murky 
combination of platonic love and 
professional pride. This is Bron- 
son’s best role in years; as the 
happy-go-lucky pilot, he is all 
gruff charm. 

Bronson eventually pulls off 
his master plan, utilizing Sheree 
North as a false rape victim 
whose histrionics have nothing 
to do with the escape. She is

simply another random element 
Bronson introduces to confuse 


Mexican prison guards who - 


don’t need confusing. Anyway 
things work out: the CIA eats 
dirt, Duvall is freed, and gentle- 
man Bronson pockets the check 
and forgets the girl. Duvall and 
Ireland are left to themselves, 
under strained but workable cir- 
cumstances. 

This is an entertaining, oddly 
muted film, with little violence 
and plenty of personality. Ques- 
tions are left begging, but the en- 
tire story depends so much on 
chance and loose ends that this 


hardly matters.

So John Frankenheimer picks 
his feet in Marseilles. 

French Connection II flies 
Popeye Doyle (Gene Hackman, 
naturellement) to France to 
“nail that Frog son of a bitch” 
(Fernando Rey) who eluded him 
in New York. But Hackman, Rey 
and the former’s foul mouth 
(which often provokes a retalia- 
tory “Non, you shove eet, mai 
frien ’’) are all this sequel-for- 
the-sake-of-a-sequel shares with 


Philip d’Antoni and William 
Friedkin’s original. . 

The storyline here is as leaky 
as US Customs. When Franken- 
heimer was asked at a press 
luncheon in Boston last week 
why Hackman’s life was unac- 
countably spared by his en- 
emies midway through the film, 
he could only answer, “‘That’s a 
good point — I’m glad you 
brought it up. Let me just say 
that we were aware of the prob- 
lem and that we came as close as 
we could to actually killing him 
— you know, his heart stopped 
for 15 seconds on the table there 
— while still allowing Hackman 
to finish the picture.” When a 
missed opportunity in the plot 
was pointed out, he replied, 
“Say! We never thought of 
that.” 

Connection I throbbed with 
suspense; J] trafficks in huffing 
and puffing foot races, gratuit- 
ous ugliness (for no reason at all, 
the mangled victim of an auto 
accident sprawls on the street; a 
crone’s hideously deformed arth- 
ritic hands are shown in lin- 
gering close-up) and would-be 
“shock”’ cutting that falls flat. 

Frankenheimer’s action se- 
quences provide no idea of where 
the action is coming from. When 
Hackman, for instance, is pinn- 
ed by machinegun fire in a dry- 
dock and the scoundrels open the 
sluices to drown him, the frag- 
mented montage confuses rath- 
er than propels the episode. An- 
other fragment, Hackman’s cold

turkey withdrawal from heroin 
addiction (Rey & co. have kid- 
napped and hooked him), yields 
a bravura performance but little 
sense. It’s consummate poetic 
justice that Popeye should be- 
come hooked, and he’s already 
addicted anyway — to an obses- 
sive pursuit of Rey. But the ag- 
onizing experience has no effect 
on him. Afterwards it’s back to 
the chase (a plodding one, at 
that) as if he’d only been side- 
lined by the flu. 

The biggest and most unfor- 
tunate fragment is Hackman 
himself. In the original, he was 
part and parcel of seamy New 
York, bound to his superiors, his 
partner and his quarry; he had a 
context. Here he is all by his 
lonesome, scarcely ever off- 
screen, and the character of Pop- 
eye, no matter how well por- 
trayed, isn’t sufficient to carry a 
film that provides him with no 
foils (the flics are flimsy props), 
minimal interaction, and a set- 
ting that is beautifully photo- 
graphed in muted browns, grays 
and greens by Claude Renoir but 
endowed with no meaning by the 
screenplay and direction.

It’s got sex; it’s got violence; it 
hasn’t a brain in its head; it’s... 
Mandingo. Director Richard 
Fleischer invites you to spend an 
incredibly. lurid two-and-a-half 
hours with a typical, pre-bellum 
Southern family. 

There’s Big Daddy James Ma- 
son, crippled by rheumatism, 
who relaxes by resting his feet on 
pickaninnies’ bellies. His son, 
Hammond, is gimpy and none 
too bright, but deep down he 
really disapproves of beating ni- 
gras to death. His wife, Blanche 
(Susan George), is the bitch 
belle, sweet of mien and foul of 
mind. Finally there’s Mede (the 
boxer Ken Norton). Huge and 
powerful, he’s Hammond’s Man- 
dingo — a purebred. 

Late afternoon: orange sun- 
light filters through the Spanish 
moss, casting ominous shadows 
over the decaying manse, which 
hasn’t been whitewashed in 50 
years. In the fields, darkies are 
being whipped. In the slave 
quarters, wenches are being 
swived by the massuhs. Black 
babies are ripped from their mo- 
ther’s arms and sold in the mar- 
ket. Slaves fight to the death for 
the entertainment of white gen- 
tlemen, whose white whores leer 
at the battling bucks. A run- 
away slave is lynched. Slavery 
was, apparently, a bad thing. 

After this stunning notion has . 
been subtly established, Fleisch- 
er gets down to business. Ham- 
mond rejects his bride when he 
discovers she’s not a virgin. (She 
was, in fact, deflowered by her 
brother.) The bride pines; she 
tears her crinoline; she gets hor- 
ny. She forces Mede to make 
love to her, and a baby is born. 
It’s black. Hammond goes ber- 
serk: he poisons his wife, shoots 
Mede, shoves him into a vat of 
boiling water, and then, as Mede 
stews, skewers him repeatedly 
with a pitchfork. The water boils 
red. A faithful retainer picks up 
a shotgun and blows Big Dad- 
dy’s chest open. Then Ham- 
mond goes into a funk and the 
camera backs away through the 
magnolias. Oh, rotten Dixie. 

The audience loved it. They 
cheered as Mede ripped open 
another black’s throat with his 
teeth and the blood spurted from 
his jugular. They hooted as Su- 
san George whipped her hus- 
band’s black “bed wench.” A 
man next to me whispered to his 
friend, “That woman’s got a 
powerful need.” Mandingo is an 
audience participation film and 
should make Dino De Lauren- 
tiis big bucks.

After 
Hunter was hospitalized in New 
York for nervous exhaustion and 
made sounds as if Mott would be 
no more, Ronson jetted over to 
investigate. Before they knew it, 
Ronson had assembled a rhythm 
section (Geoff Appleby on bass, 
Dennis Elliott on drums and 
Pete Arnesen on piano) and they 
were in the studio. Hunter re- 
called, ‘“‘When we first started, 


to play together. It was his idea. 
It was just giving us something 
to do, because I'd been in a very 
confused situation and he was 
itching to do something.”” The 
fruit of their labor was Hunter’s 
first solo album, Jan Hunter, 
which went so swimmingly that 
they decided to tour. Their next 
project is a Ronson solo album 
(his third), and beyond that, 
they’re optimistic but non- 
committal. 

‘‘Boy’’ was the first song 
Hunter and Ronson wrote to- 
gether, and its very first line 


to extreme”), not to mention 
Hunter’s exaggerated Shrop- 
shire drawl that stretches the 
word “boy” to two syllables, 
leaves no doubt to whom it is ad- 
dressed. In fact, a good third of 
Jan Hunter is about Bowie, who 
played such a decisive role in 
both their careers and about 
whom neither is loath to talk. 
(It’s as if they can reach him only 
through the media.) “Boy” urges 
their erstwhile mentor to “put 
the coke away” and to get rid of 
the parasitical yes-men that sur- 
round him. I asked Hunter about 


music benefits “when a woman 
helps you write,” which he ex- 
plained by maintaining that 
Angie, Bowie’s wife, “invented 
Bowie. He owes her more than 
anyone else.” Hunter and Ron- 
son speak of Bowie with a 
touching mixture of fondness, 
frustration and regret. “‘Bowie’s 
brilliant — he always will be, in 
spite of what he does. He’s a very 
talented bloke — not really very 
inventive, but transferring 
what he is into something of his 
own,”’ Hunter said. They both 
like Young Americans. But, as

“Boy” puts it, “Schizophrenic, 
photogenic, aggravates me so.” 
Before the American tour, Ron- 
son, in a remarkable Melody 
Maker interview, swore angrily, 
“I am going to see him as soon as 
I get there [to New York]. And 
I’m going to get hold of him and 
smack him across the head, right 
across the earhole and try and 
drum some sense into him... .” 
Unfortunately, Ronson reported 
in Boston, “I haven’t seen him 
yet [he hasn’t in over a year]. He 
moved to L.A. Hah, he didn’t 
want his ass kicked. He heard I 
was coming.” 

Hunter had few kind words to 
say about his five long years with 
Mott the Hoople, whom he al- 
ways referred to as “‘they,”’ never 
as “we.” All the Young Dudes, 
which revived their career after 
they had decided to disband, 
“started off well but finished up 
terrible. Bowie started off and he 
had plenty of time, right? Then 
all of a sudden he had no time. 
Everybody fucked off in four 
days. It was all mixed weak 
[Ronson mutters in agreement]. 
It could have been a good al- 
bum.” On the next record, Mott, 
Hunter feels he finally hit his 
stride, but this only made things 
more difficult, for soon after- 
wards he “‘ran out of lyrics. But I 
had gotten a bit of a name for 
writing lyrics, and the pressure 


was on.”’ He smiled with boyish 
pride. ‘Eric Clapton loves 
‘Memphis’ [ ‘All the Way From 
Memphis,’ the hit single on 
Mott]; Elton John loves ‘Mem- 
phis.” It’s quite a little classic in 
its own little way. I'd love to be 
able to write a song like that all 
the time. It’s funny, ‘cause 
writing comes to you — you can’t 
go out and get it. That’s a reas- 
on why you'll find a number like 
‘Who Do You Love’ or ‘Lounge 
Lizard’ on the new album. It’s 
just candy floss, it don’t mean a 
thing. ‘Cause I don’t want to dis- 
appear up Bruce Springsteen’s 
alley, where he’s got to deliver a 
million words an album and peo- 
ple don’t listen to the music.” 

Compounding Hunter’s prob- 
lem was that his finest songs had 
been about failure. As Mott be- 
gan at last to prosper, he was cut 
off from the down-and-out cir- 
cumstances that had inspired 
him. Hunter concedes that he 
may have broken up Mott be- 
cause he couldn’t cope with its 
success. In his fascinating book, 
Diary of a Rock ’n’ Roll Star, 
Hunter wondered, “I mean, I 
want to be a star, but I keep on 
thinking we're just ordinary 
blokes and we don’t have the 
killer instinct. I can’t keep my- 
self composed continually like 
Bowie does. It’s like keeping your 
stomach in — mine flops out oc- 
casionally.”’ 

As Hunter’s inspiration 
dwindled, so did Mott, and af- 
ter lead guitarist Mick Ralphs’s 
departure, it was all downhill. 


Ralphs’s replacement, Ariel Ben- 
der (formerly Luther Grosvenor 
of Spooky Tooth and Stealers 
Wheel), ‘didn’t make it. He was 
a great friend of mine,’ still is. 
And for a year we tried to get 
him playing as he should be. For 
me the group lost a lot of mus- 
ical credibility .... We never 
had the madness.”’ This led to 
the overblown histrionics of The 
Hoople. “‘The theatricality sort 
of came about when I started to 
think that the band wasn’t up to 
it, musically. I got really wor- 
ried on stage. Had Mick Ronson 
joined when Mick Ralphs left, 


the story would have been very’ 


different. I think it was my fault 
we went the way we did: I felt we 
needed effect ‘cause I didn’t 
think the band was really 100 
percent musical.” 

Ralphs, of course, has since 
found fame and fortune with 
Bad Company, but Hunter mis- 
ses something in his playing. “I 
think he could be more extreme. 
That was my whole thing with 
Ralphs — I used to push him. He 
used to think you were a cunt if 
you pushed him. He would turn 
on me, but I used to push him for 
his own fucking good.” 

Of Ralphs, Hunter wrote: in 
Diary of a Rock ’n’ Roll Star, 
“Mick would dig it if it was all 


_honest — this game we play, but 


it isn’t....” Hunter’s aware- 
nes that rock is “the biggest lie 
in town,” as he said with a laugh, 
is one of the things that make 
him so interesting. Other per- 
formers — Alice Cooper, David 


Bowie and Bryan Ferry, for ex- 
ample — see through pop music 
just as clearly, but Hunter 
stands apart from them in his in- 
sistence, nonetheless, on telling 
“The Truth, The Whole Truth, 
Nuthin’ But the Truth” (to cite 
the title of a song from his new 
album). His best lyrics have de- 
bunked superstardom (“You're 
not the nazz/ your’re just a buzz/ 
Some kind of temporary’’) and 
demythologized rock (‘‘Rock ’n’ 
roll’s a losers’ game”’). His book 
is really an extension of this. 
Hunter must remember to un- 
plug the refrigerator and drop off 
the cat with a friend before going 
on tour, complains about his 
wife’s curlers, worries about his 
waistline (“The eternal slim- 
ming battle — we're like a load 
of old women!’’) and watches a 
sickle-cell anemia telethon. The 
mundane detail makes the life of 
a rock star seem about as glam- 
orous as that of a C.P.A. 

Yet rock ’n’ roll still ‘“mes- 
merizes and I can’t explain the 
reasons for the sights and 
sounds,”” as Hunter sang on 
“Ballad of Mott.” Thus Diary. 
reaches its comic climax when 
Hunter sneaks into Graceland, 
Elvis Presley’s Memphis manse, 
and tries to catch a glimpse of 
the King. A black maid sends 
him scurrying away, but Hunter 
“felt elated ....I felt like a 14- 
year-old groupie — but I’d done 
it for the buzz, and it had been 
great!” Whereas Bowie, Ronson 
maintains, “‘is.not really rock at 
all,” Hunter at one and the same 


time celebrates the music with 


‘an adolescent’s ardor (nowhere 


more exuberantly than on his so- 
lo album’s concluding paean, “I 
Get So Excited”) and criticizes 
it from the standpoint of an in- 
sightful adult. 

“IT was always a reluctant rock- 
er,’ Hunter confessed in the in- 
terview. “Rock ’n’ roll is so nar- 
row and it doesn’t give you much 
satisfaction. If you play rock ’n’ 
roll you play three chords, hack- 
neyed riffs, and it’s pretty stup- 
id, pretty unintelligent. If you 
want some of that rock 'n’ roll in 
terms of Alice or Iggy or people 
like that, it’s pretty thick. If 
you're not personally thick, your 
only avenue out is to do some- 
thing with the rock concept that 
you can get away with. Like Ray 
Davies — he tried to do it for 
years. It’s really hard to do. You 
don’t want to be a poet, because 
it don’t pay to be a poet. You 


don’t want to be a writer, be-: 


cause it don’t pay to be a writer. 
So you just try to hang in there, 
and that’s what I mean by ‘re- 
luctant rocker.’ It was always 
like I had to write 80 percent 
rock for Mott albums, which 
pissed me off because I always 
thought my slow songs were 
better than my fast ones. Orig- 
inally, Mick [Ralphs] would 
write all the fast ones, but thén 
he stopped writing for about two 
years. So I had to start writing 
rock. But all I ever did on me 
own was on and on with Randy 
Newman and Leonard Cohen.

But I never got anywhere, so I’m 
grateful for the chance I got with 
Mott. So I was a reluctant 
rocker. 

“But, oh, I love it. Something 
happens when you get on stage 
— something changes. There’s 
two truths.” 

For Hunter, there are almost 
always two truths, which is what 
gives his music its rich vein of 
irony yet keeps it vital. Take his 
juvenile delinquent songs, for in- 
stance, like ‘‘Violence’”’ and 
“Crash Street Kidds’’: “I gener- 
ally take the piss at numbers like 
that, to be honest with you. I 
mean ’em, but I’m taking the 
piss at ’em at the same time. 
Two things at the same time — I 
don’t know why. I see stupidity 
in everything, I just look at 
everything like that. I sort of see 
it validly and then I also see 
through it to laugh at it as well. 
Cynicism, I suppose, is what it 
must be.” 

But that crucial “validly” 
makes Hunter’s approach more 
than merely cynical and separ- 
ates him from more enervated 
(and enervating) ironists like 
Alice and, often, Bowie and Bry- 
an Ferry. Hunter manages to be 
jaded yet simultaneously jub- 
ilant. He complains of aud- 
iences: ‘““They’re kind of young, 
and no, they don’t want a slow 


one, they want another fast one. 
American audiences move. I 
went to see Dylan at Madison 
Square Garden and it was like a 
constant stream of people. 
They’re all going somewhere. 
Nobody’s sitting down, and I’m 
trying to watch Bob Dylan, the 
biggest thing in the 60s! It’s 
good that way in England, be- 
cause they will sit there and you 
can create a spell. If you don’t 
get no quietness, you can’t do 
your work. You need that quiet- 
ness.” Yet no one seems to get off 
on rude, raucous rock more than 
Ian Hunter. His solo album rings 
the changes, shifting from lout- 
ish to sentimental, flaunting the 
phallic thrust of essential rock in 
a song like “‘Lounge Lizard’’ only 
to turn around and, in “3000 
Miles From Here,” express guilt 
at having enjoyed a one-night 
stand: ‘Some say you were a 
loser/ ’Cause you played a loser’s 
game/ But then if I am a winner/ 
Why am I so ashamed?” 
Hunter, then, who insists on 
the naked truth yet never doffs 
his dark shades, straddles the 
contradictions he cannot re- 
solve. “I dunno, I can’t work it 
out. The music starts off honest, 
‘cause when it starts off, you’re 
sitting in a room and get the 
idea. And then the first compro- 
mise is when you present it to 
whoever is going to play it. 
That’s a fusion of ideas, so there- 
fore you try to surround yourself 
with people who’ll not just de- 
crease its impact, but will in- 
crease it. So you look for good 


musicians. And that’s as far as 
the truth goes. From then on it’s 
who can write what and how 
much bread is put in it and who 
screws who. By the time you 
actually get on stage in the mid- 
dle of America with an album 
out, there ain’t much truth left 
in them songs that you wrote. All 
the beauty’s gone out of them, 
‘cause everything that was real 
nice and intimate in them has 
been taken away. And the p.a. is 
feeding back and your man- 
ager’s screaming around. Still, 
it’s the only hour that you live, 
really, and the rest of the day is 
80 percent shit. But then, I 
wouldn’t do nothing else, be- 
cause it’s what I like to do best.” 

Hunter hopes he can do it fora 
long time to come, but the dil- 
emma of the aging rocker 
(Hunter admits to 29) has often 
been the subject of his songs. 
“The minute I realized I was get- 
ting older was the minute I real- 
ized I had something I didn’t 
want to lose. I started getting 
older from then. I mean, I never 
had any money, never all me life. 
When I moved to London I had 
seven pounds in me pocket. 
Then, when you started getting 
it, you thought, wait a minute! 
And then you sussed out that 
there’s more to life than sur- 
vival, that you could actually 
live. Where I live now [in up- 
state New York], I thought it was 
a crime moving in there. I 
thought it would burn down the 
first night, or someone would 
come in and shoot me. I thought, 


this is not for the likes of me. I 
get in the house and look out — 
there’s a lot of trees, a lot of land, 
a lot of this, that and the other 
— and it puts the fear of God in 
you. Because you think, I really 
like living here! I’m not just ex- 
isting. It’s not all ambition — I 
really like what I’ve got and now 
I've got to work to keep it. And 
that in time brings me up to the 
situation where — fuck! — you 
won’t always have it. What if 
you die tomorrow? Then I 
started thinking that you don’t 
stay the same age all the time. 
You get older. When I had 
nothing, I was too busy trying to 
get something to have time to 
think about it.” 

Such bourgeois sentiments, 
which Hunter expresses with a 
humble wonder, can scarcely 
fuel the lean and hungry drive of 
rock ’n’ roll, all juvenile desire. 
Ronson noted the decline of the 
30ish rock stars: ‘“‘Ah, they just 
got lazy and rich.”’ How will they 
avoid the pitfall of middle age? 

“You don’t,” Hunter answer- 
ed. “It’s a question of self-satis- 
faction and pride. It’s difficult. 
Because if you're sitting in the 
sun with your 500 acres, it’s 
much harder to go into the stu- 
dio than if you’re sitting in a lit- 
tle flat somewhere and the stu- 
dio is much better decorated 
than your flat is. You just have 
to come to terms with things like 
that. I'll give you an illustra- 
tion: Mick wanted to do his al- 
bum in good surroundings. So off 
he trots to South of France, sits 
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there for a month, doesn’t do 
fuck-all, comes back with a nice 
tan and a big debt and goes in 
and finishes in a fortnight in 
some dingy hole in London. He 
didn’t want to be there.” 

When you become a star, 
Hunter continued, ‘that’s when 
the beer comes in, that’s when 
you get impotent. Nobody’s par- 
ticularly brilliant in rock ’n’ roll. 
They’re going to fall for every 
trick in the book. Everybody’s 
gonna have a hell of a job grow- 
ing old — people like the Stones, 
Jagger, running all the hell over 
the place looking for something 
they can’t find and they don’t 
know what it is .... It’s fig- 
uring out a way to die that 
doesn’t hurt.” 

At the Orpheum, Hunter and 
Ronson were alive and kicking. 
The visual contrast the pair pre- 
sented — Ronson’s demure, ash 
blond elegance vs. Hunter’s rude 
swagger — was appealing, and 
the set was scrupulously divvied 
up. Both sang their own mater- 
ial, and Hunter played rhythm 
guitar to Ronson’s lead. The lat- 
ter was not as impressive as I had 
expected (many of his solo excur- 
sions were merely warmed-over 
late freak-outs), but his 
power was striking, particularly 
on “The Truth,’”’ whose Dooms- 
day beat and the vehemence 
with which Hunter shouted the 
bitter lyric were truly frighten- 
ing. The rest of the band was 
overwhelmed by Ronson’s dec- 
ibels and hid so far back on the 
stage that one scarcely noticed 
them. Ronson later said, ‘““Some- 
times I wondered, where’s the 
piano?” 

Hunter and Ronson are both 
very analytical about proper 
sound and mixes, and despite 
Mott’s reputation as a live band, 
Hunter admitted, ‘‘The only 
place we’re really at ease is in the 
studio. Cause that’s where Mick 
knows what he’s doing and I 
know what I want [a succinct de- 
scription of their different roles]. 
Whatever happens, we have con- 
trol.” 

So it’s best to judge the duo on 
the basis of Hunter’s solo al- 
bum, really a collaborative ef- 
fort. They're pleased with it, and 
were almost childishly gleeful 
when informed of the British 
sales figures. Far and away, it’s 
the best album either has done 
since Mott in 1973, although it 
lacks an instant classic such as 
‘All the Young Dudes” or “All 
the Way From Memphis.” What 
the concert missed was the rec- 
ord’s wit and variety. On stage 
they tended to bash, while even 
the rockers on the album have 
flashes of delicate humor: the 
lilting riff that punctuates the 
pomp of “Boy,” the engaging 
rhythm of ‘‘Once Bitten Twice 
Shy.”” Ronson’s compact, high- 
pressure leads are stunning on 
record. His surging, massive 
chords, sustained whines and 
angry snarls propel the songs and 
never waste a second. 

Although much of the album 
is about Bowie, what gives it 
emotional depth is that Hunter 
is addressing, himself as much as 
anyone. The songs are moral ex- 
hortations. For Hunter as well as 
Bowie, “It Ain’t Easy When You 
Fall.”’ (This track, perhaps the 
album’s finest, begins on a note 
of poignant frailty as Hunter 
sings at the top of his register, 
then builds to a sweeping chor- 
us of uplifting harmonies that 
sound victory in the midst of de- 
feat.) And not just Bowie but 
Hunter, too, must “play the 
pipes till they’re old and worn.” 
Bowie, it’s been reported, has for 
the umpteenth time renounced 
rock and announced his im- 
pending acting career (he plans 
to co-star with James Coburn in 
a film to be directed by Nicolas 
Roeg). Jan Hunter, on the other 
hand, is a declaration of pur- 
pose, an undaunted dedication 
to rock that is all the more in- 
spiring because Hunter, “the re- 
luctant rocker,” sees its mani- 
fold inadequacies, and that is 
much more fervent than the 
Stones’ pusillanimous “‘It’s only 
rock ’n’ roll but I like it.’”” May 
Hunter prevail, or at least, to 
paraphrase one of his songs, ride 
on until, as all men must, he 


fails. 
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Scott and the Breckers Strike Up the Bland

The age of the studio music- 
ian is upon us, or so the major- 
domos of the music industry 
would like us to think. On a re- 
cent weekend the Paul’s 
Mall/Jazz Workshop complex 
hosted both Tom Scott’s LA Ex- 
press — the West Coast repre- 
sentatives — and the Eastern- 
based Brecker Brothers. Saxo- 
phonist Scott, on the heels of 
successful tours behind Joni 
Mitchell and George Harrison 
and the popularity of his own 
Tom Cat (Ode) album, filled the 
Mall for three nights; the newly 
formed Brecker sextet, with a 
less glamorous history (trum- 
peter Randy and tenor player 
Michael Brecker spent the last 
year in Billy Cobham’s band) 
and a newer album (on Arista), 
did more modest yet respect- 
able business at the Workshop. 

“Apparently the public has 
changed,’’ Tom Scott mused 
when asked to explain the sud- 
den viability of bands composed 
entirely of proficient studio in- 
strumentalists. “Apparently our 
time has come. Five years ago 
the Breckers and I couldn’t have 
gotten arrested.’’ Now their re- 
spective record companies are 
shuttling them across the coun- 
try for a few days each in key 
markets. And according to any 
member of either entourage, au- 
dience response has been uni- 
formly excellent. 


Even with the receptive 
crowds, it’s surprising to find so 
many of the most settled and se- 
cure session players forsaking 
the comforts of home and steady 
work for the hazards of the road. 
(Both bands, for example, had to 
scramble for suitable accommo- 
dations when they found Boston 
hotels monopolized by 8000 con- 
ventioneering gynecologists.) 
Once one gets inside the studio 
door, displays one’s proficiency. 
on a given ax (or axes; as reed- 
player, for example, Scott must 
be prepared to play any variety 
of saxophone, clarinet and flute) 
and develops an immunity to 
stultifying music (the majority 
of studio dates are more along 
the lines of a Mannix sound- 
track or a Robert Goulet album 
than Pat Williams’s exciting 
Threshold, which Scott cites as 
his favorite session), the calls for 
work keep rolling in.. “There’s 
nothing wrong with doing studio 
work,” Scott insists, “but you 
must accept it on its own terms. 
Most of it is dull; you have to 
realize that it’s not the end of 
your musical life.” 

There is far more to Scott’s 
life, especially since his success- 
ful collaborations with such rock 
stars as Harrison, Mitchell and 
Carole King. The son of a Holly- 
wood composer responsible for 
Lassie and Dragnet’s incidental 
music, Scott began to broaden 
his musical horizons by writing 


out Coltrane’s “Giant Steps’’ so- 
lo, a bar or two at a time, at age 
12. Then he moved on to whole 
arrangements, and by the time 
he had finished high school he 
was an adept soloist and sound- 
track composer. Rural Still Life, 
an Impulse session from 1969, re- 
mains Scott’s finest jazz 
achievement and a sadly neg- 
lected album; at the time he was 
only 20 and already well en- 
trenched in Los Angeles’s studio 
circles. His composing output, 
originally confined to docu- 
mentaries, quickly expanded to 
television and the likes of Cade’s 
County. Today Scott is covering 
all bases: “Baretta [for which 
Scott does the score] has been re- 
newed, and I just got a new Jack 
Webb series. I’ve got that secur- 
ity, without being tied to the stu- 
dios. It’s the best of both 
worlds.” 

Mention of Rural Still Life 
leads Scott to expound on the 
shift in his output. “That was 
the definitive album of my early 
jazz period, the only one where I 
had total control. The focus of 
this current thing is different — 
it’s on the group, the five guys 
and what we can do. Much more 
inspiration is drawn from the 
rhythm of the song rather than 
the melody and changes. And I 
don’t feel anymore, as I did then, 
the soloist/rhythm section rela- 
tionship. To me, now, I’m a rhy- 
thm instrument, the top voice of 


a rhythm section.” 
The result, like so much pop- 
ular instrumental music, is a 
simplification and homogeniz- 
ation of rock, disco and funky 
jazz. Scott’s tenor sax and lyri- 
con (a stripped-down soprano) 
speak in simple, declarative 
phrases that do indeed echo the 
beat churned out by bassist Max 
Bennett and drummer John 
Guerin. Larry Nash spins out 
strings of Hancock-derived lines 
on electric piano while guitarist 
Robben Ford adds a more direct 
rock feel. The tunes are simple 
and familiar-sounding, often 
making new pairings of old bass 
lines and melodic licks, and the 
energy level is lower than in 
many leading disco bands. The 
Tom Cat album is inferior to the 
Express live, yet even in person 
the simple charms and exem- 
plary musicianship held my in- 
terest for only two or three num- 
bers. But then, unlike the ma- 
jority of my fellow listeners, I 
didn’t come to Tom Scott by way 
of Joni Mitchell. “The new ap- 
proach is working in terms of be- 


ing popular. I still like Rural. 


Still Life, and the cats in this 
band could blow on changes all 
night, but I’m not interested in 
playing in a club for 20 people 
anymore.” 

The Breckers aren’t interest- 
ed, either, but they have adop- 
ted a slightly different ap- 
proach. With a three-horn front 


line to play off against the gui- 
tars and electric keyboards, the 
band is able to create the same 
big band illusions as Chicago 
and Blood, Sweat and Tears (or, 
if you please, the same rock illu- 
sions as Maynard Ferguson or 
Woody Herman). Randy Brec- 
ker’s writing, while showing the 
same fondness for the oft-play- 
ed lick as starting point, is more 
complex than that of Scott and 
company, and the horn solos tra- 
verse more varied terrain. In- 
spiration is still drawn from “the 
melody and changes”’ as well as 
the rhythm, and the total pro- 
duct is more substantial and so- 
phisticated. The Breckers and 
Scott, in fact, might represent 
the traditional East/West diver- 
gence in studio-germinated 
funk; I was reminded of the rel- 
ative intricacy of the old Jazz 
Messengers compared to the Ca- 

lifornia-based Jazz Crusaders. 
If the Breckers are better, 
however, they still leave much to 
be desired. The group is tight 
(pianist Don Grolnick and bass- 
ist Will Lee played with the 
Breckers in the quasi-legendary 
Dreams) but constrained by the 
format. The BST approach to 
writing for a small band is loud, 
drab and emotionless, and it on- 
ly turns colder with excessive 
amplification. Randy Brecker 
has not improved on the genre, 
and the volume at which the

I'm tempted simply to report 
that Milestone has released a 
new McCoy Tyner album, for the 
pianist’s current quality of out- 
put remains far beyond the best 
of most contemporary improvis- 
ors. Evaluation is our business, 
however, though in Tyner’s case 
any lapses are usually measured 
in terms of his own past accom- 
plishments. On these terms, the 
double-record Atlantis (record- 
ed last summer at San Francis- 
co’s Keystone Korner) is a bit 
disappointing; less intense than 
the 1973 Montreux perform- 
ances on Enlightenment and not 
nearly so overwhelming as the 
quintet’s recent visit to the Jazz 
Workshop. But then, I’m apply- 
ing the highest standards. 

Those listeners interested in 
Tyner (all, I suspect, who have 
been exposed to his recent mu- 
sic) will want to hear this al- 
bum, both for its inclusion of 
material McCoy often features in 
clubs (the solo piano tribute to 
Ellington, “In a Sentimental 
Mood,” and the “My One and 
Only Love” trio with Azar Law- 
rence’s tenor and percussionist 
Guillerme Franco) and for the 
insight it offers into the growth 
of Tyner’s quintet. Lawrence has 
again gained assurance since his 
last recording, and he is now ful- 
ly capable of holding one’s at- 
tention in the midst of the pian- 
istic maelstrom that surrounds 
his tenor and soprano solos. 
Joony Booth’s bass throbs with a 
weighty resilience perfect for this 
music, and Franco is relatively 
subdued behind his sprawling 
arsenal of exotic percussion. 
Drummer Wilby Fletcher, with 
the band for only two months 
when these performances were 
taped, already sounds like a val- 
uable addition to the group. He’s 
a heavier, pushier drummer than 
immediate predecessor Billy 
Hart; and while he lacks the per- 


sonality of Al Mouzon, he -ap- © 


pears to be a better drummer for 
Tyner since he plays with, ra- 
ther than at, the pianist. 

The music here continues to 
refine the legacy of John Col- 
trane, most obviously in Law- 
rence’s solos and the straight- 
ahead ‘Pursuit,’ and most at- 
tractively in the vamp pieces 
“Atlantis” and ‘Makin’ Out.” 
These two, especially the for-

heavy, rolling kind of bass pat- 
tern that Tyner has previously 
used so well on ‘Walk Spirit, 
Talk Spirit” and “Sama Laya- 
a.” If any single component of 
his music can be identified as the 
Tyner sound, this is it, and it will 
take several more “lesser” ef- 
forts like Atlantis before it turns 
stale.

What puts me off about hea- 
vy metal, finally, is its utter ba- 
nality: the jocks of rock, guitars 
thrusting and egos akimbo, 
shriek the same churlish sex pol- 
itik over remorselessly blasting 
4/4. But all sweeping generali- 
ties are false, including this one, 
and of course I’ve found excep- 
tions. I like most of Led Zeppe- 
lin’s “Zofo” and all of their 
Houses of the Holy; and Blue 
Oyster Cult, though trapped in a 
trick bag by their obtuse mock- 
ideology, at least have imagin- 
ation. Both bands have made an 
attempt to bring some brains, 
musical or literary,-to heavy me- 
tal. But the Zeps are a little coy, 
y know, and BOC are always tot- 
tering around in Stilt City, while 
the others are just too dumb to 
bear. I guess what I’ve been look- 
ing for is a heavy metal outfit 
that is both literate and natur- 
al; and it looks as though Kan- 
sas can fill the bill. 

Song For America has all the 
metal characteristics — power, 
volume, frantic pace, fierce at- 
tack — but it also has art and in- 
telligence. These six guys are su- 
perb musicians, as accomplish- 
ed on their various axes as any- 
one I can think of. And they’re 
not afraid to screw around with 
the material, either; rather than 
bludgeon the same endless pat- 
terns, they roar up and down 
through tempi and time signa- 
tures with the precision and con- 


fidence of the Ferrari racing 
team. They show a classical un- 
derstanding of structure, tech- 
nique, emotion and style. Their 
compositions are not mere songs 
but real progressions from be- 
ginnings through middles to 


ends. Which is not to say that: 


their music is classical or even 
‘classical’; it’s that they all 
have a lot of very sophisticated 
musical knowhow and they’re 
not ashamed to show it off. This 
record has on it the best electric 
violin I can remember, the fin- 
est ARP strings and rock syn- 
thesizer, and a team of guitar- 
ists who at their worst are a 
match for Betts-Allman, Wish- 
bone Ash, the gang from Lynyrd 
Skynyrd, or The Mahavishnu 
Twins, and are usually better. 
They tear with dazzling power 
and acumen through six origin- 
als — speedy, jazzy “boogie,” 
small symphonies, a devastat- 
ing, extra-heavy blueser item in 
some gone time signature — all 
somehow startling. The words 
hold up their end, too, neither 
Piltdown monosyllables nor 
comical pseudo-intellectual puf- 
fery. —Gerrit Graham 
Greenslade: 
TIME AND TIDE (Mercury) 
The word is that Greenslade 
got booted off the Kraftwerk tour 
for .comporting themselves like 
superstars. In truth, they sport 
all the trappings, even down to 
the ostentatious stage back- 
drops. The main offenders are 
keyboardist-singer Dave Law- 
son, who sounds like the victim 
of every abuse it is possible to 
wreak on the human throat, and 
new acquisition Martin Briley, a 
fair bassist (though his guitar 
work, in the context of a multi- 
textured keyboard band, is worse 
than useless). The other mem- 
bers are standard-bearer Dave 
Greenslade, on a whole stack of 
keyboards, and drummer An- 
drew McCulloch.

and King Crimson, re- 


spectively, they justify Green- 
slade’s claim to supergroup sta- 
tus. 

Time and Tide’s real flaws 
seem to be merely those of a good 
band in a slump. Dave Green- 
slade (as a songwriter) appears 
unwilling to stretch out, so the 
album contains only one real ex- 
position (the Spanish-flavored 
“Catalan’”’) and a double hand- 
ful of short, snappy ditties. 
Drawing on his British blues 
days with Colosseum for changes 
and melodies, the maestro turns 
them over to Lawson for lyrics 
(usually execrable) and then 
provides all the filigree himself, 
allowing Lawson only occasion- 
al noodling on an ARP Odyssey. 
(It could be worse — on the two 
numbers by Lawson, his titular 
leader wasn’t even allowed to en- 
ter the studio.) All the benefits of 
cross-fertilization between two 
keyboard players, the concept on 
which the band was based, have 
been lost. 

The prognosis for the band 
isn’t bad, however. A_ bassist 
with a singing voice and a fresh 
approach to the instrument (say, 
John Wetton), would be a real 
shot in the arm. If Greenslade 
and Lawson continue to have 
such difficulty working toge- 
ther, the latter could be profit- 
ably ditched as well. But even 
such drastic measures could be 
avoided if Mr. Greenslade would 
start writing once more the col- 
orful instrumentals of which 
“Catalan” is the only present ex- 
ample. As it is, the group’s best 
albums are their first two, un- 
available (the same old story) in 
these United States.

ARIAS AND DUETS. Judith 
Blegen, soprano; Frederica 
von Stade, mezzo-soprano; 
Charles Wadsworth, piano and 
harpsichord; various instru- 
mentalists (Columbia) 


The cover photograph poses 
Ms. Blegen and Ms. von Stade 
against some hotel room furni- 
ture of conspicuously expensive 
appearance. In their long dress- 
es, the two ladies look floral, fril- 
ly and genteel as all hell. It is go- 
ing to be a musicale, obviously. 


But take heart — there’s more 
here than mere mille feuilles. 
You get such nourishing fare as a 
pair of duets by Schumann, four 
duets by Brahms, and solo num- 
bers by Chausson, Schubert, 
Alessandro Scarlatti, Mozart 
and Saint-Saens. Among the in- 
strumentalists on hand are Ger- 
vase de Peyer (clarinet) and Ger- 
ard Schwarz (trumpet). That’s 
doing it in style. 


Blegen and von Stade are Am- 
erican-born and -trained singers 
on their way up in the world of 
opera. Blegen’s light but sub- 
stantial soprano has an attrac- 
tive spin on it and can move 
around freely in coloratura. She 
knows damned well she can be 
charming; hence the dimple. in 
her voice. As for the coloratura, 
it’s a fine match to the florid 
trumpet work in the aria from 
Scarlatti’s Endimione e Cintia. — 
Die Verschworenen comes off, 
though, as just too ingenuous 
and gushy for her own, or Schu- 
bert’s, good, and it’s most. un- 
Teutonic besides. French suits 
her better. Saint-Saens’s Le 
Bonheur est chose legere is a 
charming bit of archaism, with 
violin and piano joined to the 
voice in a most insinuating pas- 
toral vein. Its effect would have 
been more insinuating still, had 
Ms. Blegen insisted on another 
take. There are patches of ques- 
tionable intonation that 
shouldn’t have gotten by; they 
sound distinctly ominous in so 
young a singer. 

Von Stade gives no trouble 
whatever with respect to inton- 
ation or style. She’s a mezzo, not 
a quasi-contralto, and if her tem- 
perament is somewhat. placid, 
it’s a musically animated kind of 
aplomb. From her, the Chanson 
Perpetuelle of Ernest Chausson 
is a ravishing study in the dar- 
ker vocal hues; Mozart’s Non si 
piu (the composer’s own ar- 
rangement for voice-violin-pia- 
no, the notes indicate) goes with 
just the right spark. 

The superb Brahms and Schu- 
mann duets are performed plain- 
ly, in synch, and well.

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Imprisoned Fantasies: Where the Boys Are

DEATHWATCH by Jean Ge- 
net. Directed by Joann Green. 
At the Cambridge Ensemble 
through June 7. 

Unlike Miguel Pinero, whose 
Short Eyes (winner of last sea- 
son’s New York Drama Critics 
Circle Award) unmasks a prison 
hierarchy rooted in loyalty- 
tinged conventional morality, 
Jean Genet is deeply, brilliantly 
rotten. He envisions a criminal 
caste system exalting perfect 
Evil, not a Robin Hoodlum 
microcosm in which criminality 
seems the result of misdirected 
but conventional ethics. In 
Deathwatch, Genet’s first .play, 
the Outlaw Saint dreams a fear- 
some, homosexual love-hate tri- 
angle in which icy, glamorous 
Evil,.as epitomized in the act of 
murder, becomes the sexual 
trump. The play is degenerate 
fantasy rather than B-movie pri- 
son pulp, but it is nonetheless 
more literal than its companion 
play, The Maids, in which Ge- 
net explores the same gro- 
tesquely inverted moral hierar- 
chy from still another angle. 

In Deathwatch, Lefranc and 
Maurice, the petty thief who 
dreams of greater glory in the fe- 
lonious world and .the young 
punk already marked like Cain 
for that greater glory, vie for the 
favors of Green Eyes, the in- 


spired murderer with whom they 
shafe their cell. Like The Maids’ 
Claire and Solange, each is the 
other’s smell,” the other’s 
nemesis/rival. Each seeks in his 
special relationship with the 
condemned murderer-savior 
(who in turn basks in the affec- 
tion of the never-seen Snowball, 
resident Noble Savage and Real- 
ly Big Enchilada on the in- 
mates’ social spiral) an unat- 
tainable brush with God or the 
Devil, some kind of distinction. 
But as Green Eyes (whose be- 
nign superiority is gall to Le- 
franc, balm to Maurice) asserts, 
“misfortune” cannot be chosen 
— it is a gift. 

It would be as cold-blooded as 
it would be simplistic to dismiss 
the homosexual communion of 
the three characters as merely 
representing a ritualistic Black 
Sacrament such as Sartre refers 
to in his analysis of The Maids. 
Genet’s much-dwelt-upon fond- 
ness for alluring boys (the au- 
thor describes his characters as 
“very beautiful,” ‘small, hand- 
some” and “tall, beautiful’) 
cannot be chalked up to sym- 
bolism, although a female cri- 
tic, spooked by the intensely 
masculine no-limp-wrists 
dreamworld of Jean Genet, 
might uneasily succumb to the 
temptation to overintellectual- 
ize. Genet’s homosexuality 


spawns no still Tennessee Wil- 
liams afternoons, no wilted vio- 
lets and fluttery femininity. 
Even when Green Eyes relives 
his inescapable crime, confus- 
ing the victim’s blood with li- 
lacs in her hair and in his teeth, 
the images are starkly mascu- 
line. Genet’s eroticism is chill- 
ing, never gently seductive, his 
sexuality an odd extension of his 
alienation. 

Deathwatch is a strange se- 
lection for a woman director, and 
except for some rather tentative 
homosexual cuddling, Joann 
Green (who usually adapts her 
work from non-dramatic mater- 
ial) handles it with extraordi- 
nary sensitivity. Genet indi- 
cates that the action should un- 
fold as a prisoner’s unhampered 
fantasy rather than as a stark 
slice of convict life, that even the 
seemingly mundane moments 
might be heightened through the 
superimposition of anti-natural 
tempo. (It is, of course, because 
he delights in cloaking his de- 
praved Truth beneath layer af- 
ter layer of artifice that the the- 
ater, in all its inherent phoni- 
ness, appeals to Genet.) Green 
and her fine east manage to in- 
vest Genet’s nightmare, without 
depriving it of its ritualistic eeri- 
ness, with a raw, claustrophobic 
reality. The petty homosexual 


routines of the incarcerated are 


Tony Pernicone and Frank 
Licato — Genet sais quoi 
juxtaposed with the salvation- 
in-evil ceremony Genet sees mir- 
rored there. 

As Green Eyes, possibly the 


~ most eloquent illiterate in crim- 


inal annals, Frank Licato is re- 
markable, playing the forces as 


well as the words. Retreating 
into the sanctuary of his sense- 
less, somehow ennobling crime, 
he jumbles the agony of the help- 
less and the damned with the ex- 
ultation of a saint embracing his 
martyrdom. His prostitute- 
strangler is both sad and horri- 
ble, pitiable and contemptible. 
Tony Pernicone is a Teddy-bear 
Maurice, oddly convincing as the 
child criminal who dreams a 
‘carnival of murderers” in which 
he, the star, will turn into a rose 
and be plucked for the finale. He 
and D’Amato, whose bug-eyed 
lust bothered me a little, vie for 
Green Eyes’ favor with an an- 
guished, agitated machismo that 
from the opening taunts por- 
tends murder. And in the grue- 
some act itself, cheapened in 
that the murderer wills his fall, 
Paul D’Amato is harrowing. 
Deathwatch is hardly your 
run-of-the-mill triangle, and its 
resolution, predictably, is dis- 
mal. One lover is dispatched so 
despicably that the survivors 
can’t even revel in the gore (no li- 
lacs for Maurice). Each is con- 
demned; each is utterly alone.

and Lighting by Gail Van 
Voorhis. Original music by Jo- 
anna Cazden and Robin 
Walsh. At Caravan Theatre, 
weekends through June 8. 

In keeping with the ecological 
vogue of hammering Coke cans 
into sculpture and salvaging 
waste paper for greeting cards, 
Caravan Theatre brings us the 
recycled drama! Created for the 
recent Woman’s Bicentennial 
Celebration at Jordan Marsh 
and intended to tour high 
schools next fall, The Millie Car- 
toon is a fluffy abbrevia- 
tion/amalgam of Stan Edelson’s 
How To Make a Woman and 
Bobbi Ausubel’s more recent Fo- 
cus On Me whence the title char- 
acter is lifted. 

As it’s been eight years since 
How To Make a Woman made 
its debut and four or five since 
last it folded, its revisitation 
seems less tedious than that of 
Ausubel’s fantasy heroine, Mil- 
lie, whose girlish dreams of con- 
quest and career are thwarted by 
the expectation of parents and 
society that she grow into a du- 
tiful wife and mother. It is per- 
haps an encouraging sign of pro- 
gress that even How To Make a 
Woman, which rang with revo- 
lutionary verve in the late ’60s, 
now seems simplistic, dwelling 
indulgently on points that are no 
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longer at issue. Surely, few folks 
believe anymore that marital sex 
is a brutal job imposed by hub- 
by with a few oinks and “You'll 
learn to love it,” that little girls 
should wiggle their bottoms, 
speak in syrupy high voices, and 
carry poofy little purses, or that 
wives should be chained to their 
vacuums, delighted with the no- 
tion of being some-man’s chat- 
tel. Female firepersons are no 
longer farfetched, perturbing 
hobgoblins of the anti-ERA lob- 
by — they’ve become dumb little 
human interest stories in the 
Globe. Billed as a “funny fem- 
inist show about parents and 
kids raising each other in the 
’70s,”’ The Millie Cartoon, for all 
its bounce, is anchored to the 
60s. And yesterday’s new fron- 
tiers quickly become old. 

Millie’s most affecting seg- 
ments, transplanted from Stan 
Edelson’s How To Make a Wo- 
man, dwell on a woman still 
caught up in the agony, guilt and 
disorientation of evolution from 
chantilly lace and a happy look 
on husband’s face to a healthily 
selfish first.’’ Well, that’s all 
very nice, but we’ve been there. 
And it’s way too early to relax 
and dawdle over: “remember 
when?” 

The style of this pert little 
Caravan retrospective is remi- 
niscent of How To Make a Wo- 
man, its lessons couched in 
whimsy, rather than of the more 
introspective Focus On Me. Ex- 
aggerated mime-like movement 
and a broad, perky acting style 


give the piece its “cartoon” qual- 
ity, and Gail Van Voorhis rein- 
forces the effect with raucus col- 
or, and a balloon-dominated set 
sure to delight toddling femin- 
ists who take in the Sunday-at-4 
family version of Millie Car- 
toon. (It’s hard to understand 
why, if the show is intended for 
youngsters, the other perform: 
ances are scheduled for 9 p.m.) 

Lin Kosy, recreating her Fo- 
cus On Me character, is a pluc- 
ky Millie, peevishly determined 
to run her own cartoon and to de- 
lete as much as possible of the 
mucky love stuff interjected by 
her manic parents. Lynn Schiel, 
as the mother who beats a mean 
rhythm on drums when she isn’t 
whipping up cookies with her 
drumsticks, lightly but ably il- 
lustrates the dilemma of raising 
a girl-child without crippling her 
in one’s own image. Peter Kov- 
ner proves a natural clown, im- 
buing the father with all the sil- 
ly fire and pomp his daughter 
sees in him. There is a lovely 
(and new) moment in which he 
stops, at a loss for words in mid- 
harangue, and complains to Mil- 
lie, the dreamer of his scene, that 
he needs more lines. ‘I’m sor- 
ry,’ she explains, “I don’t know 
‘any more about you.” 

In fact, if it were still 1969 and 
Caravan hadn’t run this same 
routine by us a thousand times, 
The Millie Cartoon might seem a 
more appreciable confection. 


THE CARETAKER by Harold 
Pinter. Directed by Van Mc- 


Leod. Design by Lyn Caliva. 
Costumes by Terry Stoeker. At 
Theatre 369 through June 1: 

When The Caretaker first his 
Boston in 1961, the Boston Globe 
critic, displaying a shocking lack 
of literary foresight, casually dis- 
missed Harold Pinter’s work as 
“piffle.”’ The contemptuous 
journalist was perhaps unable to 
wade through all the circumlo- 
cutory talk to the disturbing 
reality metaphorically depicted. 
The current Theatre 369 pro- 
duction deftly probes the mean- 
ing of Pinter’s triangular study 
and vividly portrays human suf- 
fering and isolation. 

Director Van McLeod under- 
stands the personal dynamics of 
The Caretaker’s three men liv- 
ing together separately. His sen- 
sitive interpretation captures the 
constant, unpredictable flux in 
the relations between the errant 
tramp, Davies, and his two 
hosts, brothers Aston and Mick. 
In a world without trust, each 
character feels the need to re- 
treat physically from the men- 
acing advances of the others. 
This movement, however, visib- 
ly decreases as the play devel- 
ops, until the characters’ ex- 
haustion is mirrored in the sta- 
tionary blocking of the final 
scenes. Although The Caretaker 
is a play about desperation, di- 
rector McLeod avoids hysterics 
in treating the terrible plight of 
marooned men. 

Jack Sheridan’s Davies is per- 
haps most afraid of his isola- 
tion. He trusts no one and limps 


across the cluttered; ram- 
shackle stage like a wounded 
animal fearful for his life. Driv- 
en by his uncontrollable energy, 
he spits out his accusations with 
a precision that masks inner con- 
fusion. Gardner Tillson, as As- 
ton, the victim of electric-shock 
therapy, listens patiently to Da- 
vies’s allegations, displaying the 
docility of a man who has been 
forcibly subdued. His gently ut- 
tered sentences fade intriguing- 
ly as they approach conclusion, 
reflecting the enervation of As- 
ton’s thought processes. Mich- 
ael Jensen, by way of contrast, 
plays a much louder and more 
aggressive Mick, who alternate- 
ly terrorizes and befriends Da- 
vies. He moves like a jackknife 
with quick gestures that punc- 
tuate his sudden shifts from hos- 
tility to hospitality. Jensen, like 
Sheridan and Tillson, skillfully 
handles the free association and 
repetition in Pinter’s dialogue, 
preserving its internal logic. 
The Theatre 369 players’ are 
especially persuasive when they 
take full advantage of the inti- 
macy of their small theater. The 
audience, sitting only a few feet 
from the action, finds it difficult 
to escape the immediacy of the 
performance. In Act I, when As- 
ton attempts to clean up the 
mess in his shabby apartment, 
we hear and feel the rusted me- 
tal crashing to the floor. And we 
know that Pinter’s modern man. 
will clear away some junk only to 
find himself engulfed by more.

The Institute of Contem- 
porary art, a maverick institu- 
tion for years, has at last izaug- 


urated its permanent quarters. 


The interior of a handsome old 
building at 955 Boylston St. (for- 
merly a police station) has been 
rebuilt to provide a copious, ele- 
gant exhibition space. For the 
past year the Institute has con- 
ducted its activities entirely 
within the small basement gal- 
lery adjoining the main building. 
The new space has everything 
that basement gallery lacks: 
good lighting (including day- 
light) and large expanses of un- 
broken wail and floor area. Sud- 
denly the ICA has the most 
glamorous exhibition facilities in 
the city, if not the most accom- 
modating from every artist’s per- 
spective. Some I’ve spoken with 
think that the space is too ‘‘aes- 
thetic” in itself — that it dis- 
plays its own amenities at the 
expense of the art it is meant to 
contain. Having seen the place 
entirely empty, I can sympa- 
thize with this anxiety. Even 
though the ceilings are not very 
high, the quarters don’t seem as 
though they welcome art of inti- 


mate scale and sensibility. But 
since the dedication show con- 
sists mostly of large work, it may 
be too soon to pass judgment. 

The opening exhibition, called 
“Painting Endures,”’ was organ- 
ized and selected by Dore Ash- 
ton, a well-known art historian 
and critic. Ashton begins her 
catalog essay with the proleptic 
observation that the current cul- 
tural atmosphere inclines us to 
take the title “Painting En- 
dures’”’ to be “‘combative,”’ the ti- 
tle being meant simply to point 
out the persistence of painting in 
the face of everything that is said 
for and against it. That there 
continue to be new painters to 
whose work she can respond in 
terms set by the history of art 
seems to be enough to satisfy 
Ashton that painting persists as 
a vital mode of expression. 

I wish I could share Ashton’s 
optimism, but I can’t. For I 
think the anxiety about the con- 
tinuing viability of painting rep- 
resents a more immediate and 
honest response to contempor- 
ary life than almost any express- 
ed in contemporary paintings 
themselves. This anxiety, I 
think, takes the form of ques- 


tions about whether painters 
know what they’re doing when 
they make pictures. I don’t mean 
doubt about whether a painter 
knows the techniques, formats 
and conventions of picture- 
making; I mean doubt about 
whether painters understand or 
have anything to communicate 
about the significance of the ac- 
tivity of painting considered in 
the context of everything else we 
see and do all the time even 
without thinking about it. (My 
doubt is exacerbated by my hav- 
ing known a large number of 
thoughtless painters, no more 
thoughtless than most people, 
surely, but most people don’t 
make paintings — that is, most 
people don’t make things that 
claim to be worthy of our atten- 
tion.) There is nothing in the 
ICA show, except perhaps Pow- 
er Boothe’s work, that allays 
such misgivings. Ashton has de- 
liberately chosen paintings by 
artists who are not art-world 
superstars but also are not with- 
out some reputation. Those se- 
lected are Jake Berthot, Power 
Boothe, Andrew Forge, Harvey 
Quaytman, Deborah Reming- 
ton, John Walker and Kes 


Zapkus. 

“The natural existence of 
painting,” Ashton writes, “rests 
on the individual who is en- 
gaged in a cultural process. The 
opposite of process in culture is 
product, as sociologists have 
lately stressed. A painter who 
makes products is inevitably a 
dupe of history and a truant 
from culture.” Further on, she 
says of painting that “its value is 
that, in coming from deep 
sources of need, it re-presents 
man to himself as a cultural be- 
ing; a being who can mark and 
shape his destiny and who, 
above all, can experience a deep 
sense of its fulfillment.” I quote 
these statements because they 
seem to exemplify a certain false 
or at least unjustified confi- 
dence that is reflected in the 
work making up the show. I 
don’t understand how anyone 
who knows the art world as well 
as Ashton must can believe that 
painters themselves decide 
whether their work amounts to a 
product. 

Given the economics of the art 
market, the only way for a 
painter to claim that his or her 
work is not a product is to refuse 


to sell it or even show it. Under- 
standably, this is a decision few 
make, since artists naturally pre- 
fer living off their work to sup- 
porting themselves and their 
work through some more con- 
ventional (and more enslaving) 
source of income. To pretend 
that artists have a kind of con- 
trol over the fortunes of their 
work that they cannot have is to 
misrepresent the struggle most 
artists are by choice condemned 
to. 

If painting indeed represents 
man as a being “who can mark 
and shape his destiny and who, 
above all, can experience a deep 
sense of its fulfillment,” then it 
is not to be trusted — for what is 
more common to us than the ex- 
perience of being not only unable 
to “mark and shape” our des- 
tiny but unable to form even an 
idea of it? I seize on these re- 
marks not to put Ashton down, 
but because they do seem to 
speak for the paintings #he has 
chosen to represent the natural, 
unsensational persistence of 
painting. These are paintings 
that raise no questions. By now, 
even Harvey Quaytman’s oddly

bleu? Not entirely. Rega, who 5 re- 
presents the old school in porn, whipped 
out of his attache case a pair of white ny- 
lon panties with ‘‘Harry Reems Was 
Here” monogramed above the crotch. 
They were a dainty prelude to the mes- 
sage he and Reems were spreading to the 
press. 

I picked up only isolated snatches; their 
“wham bam thank you, newspaperman” 
tactics made note-taking difficult. But 
the basics went something like: 

Here we are in an age of radical sexual 
politics. Great! But look, we’re getting so 
damned hyperconscious — we’re being 
bullied into being sensual. Society’s get- 
ting more permissive and that’s dandy, 
but where’s the spontaneity gone? Why, 
smut’s about the only honest, clean fun 
left for sex these days. Linda Lovelace, 
she was the first to hip the straights, be- 
coming a folk idol to millions. 

“The Joan Baez of Porn,” Harry ad- 
ded. “The Joan of Arc of Porn,” Rega 
countered, reaching slightly farther back 
for his comparisons. Since conspiracy 
theories are obligatory nowadays, Reems 
trotted out porn’s version: 

President Johnson saw porn growing, 
panicked and organized a commission to 
study its effects on the public’s health. 
Leading doctors and sociologists reported 
back to him with their findings. Ah, but 
Johnson suppressed those results; the na- 
tion wasn’t ready. “The Commission 
found porn to be not harmful,”’ Reems 
confided. ‘“‘But only 40 copies of the re- 
port found their way into the hands of cer- 
tain knowledgeable citizens. Not enough 
people to swing the tide . <i 

Maybe not, but the blue industry’ s ad- 


vertising of porn as a voyeuristic sport has - 


begun to reach some of the grass roots. 
The last evening show I recently caught at 
the Pru Cinema was attended mostly by 
young college students and their dates. 
Somehow, I had expected a more dilapi- 
dated group. Why was this crowd (so thor- 
oughly conversant with the New Open- 
ness) sniggering in the dark while the 
screen turned turgid shades of pink? At 
the climax of one Reems-Georgina Spel- 
vin buggery episode, the frame awash, 
why did these patrons clap? 

“There’s no sexual revolution happen- 
ing,”’ Reems tries to explain. ‘Never was 
— if anything, the world’s gone into sort 
of a Roman decline. But. porn’s not to 
blame; it’s just a symptom. And we’re be- 
ing more widely accepted now.”’ Even 
more escapist and rationalized, though, is 
Reems’s way of encouraging this new ac- 
ceptance. With a straight face, he assur- 
ed me that, while ruining his discipline as 
an actor, porn had helped him to acquire 
improvisational skills. And he took pains 
to quell the notion that porn stars might 
actually enjoy their work (thereby be- 
griming them in the public’s mind). 

“Nothing exciting going on, far from it. 
Say you’re in bed screwing and the direc- 
tor wants you to reverse profiles. Usually, 
he tells you to keep going while he picks 
up the whole bed and turns it around. It’s 
simpler than moving all the lights and 
sound gear. Heck, I’ve even been told to 
stay with it while they carried a bed out- 
doors and kept right on rolling,” Reems 
shrugged. 

“Then there’s the producers looking for 
a money shot. ‘Hey,’ they’ll say to an- 
other producer, ‘our new flick’s got 12 
money shots and that’s more than you 
got.’ So you’re working some scene and 
the director’s standing over you saying 
stuff like: ‘OK, we’re standing by for the 
money shot. Can you give us a 10-second 
cue, please, with a countdown?’ ” 

* * * 

It’s chilling to hear this workaday bla- 
ther about orgasms from Reems — espe- 
cially when one considers his importance 
in one area of modern cinema. Like it or 


the ‘‘most important porn star bar none, 


has been designated above:everyone else 
to dramatize the supposed passions of the - 


average American male. Certainly he’s 
the most visible — his credits include 
nine of the industry’s 11 million-dollar 
grossers. Yet Reems understands sex on- 
ly as a technology, a dry coupling that 
owes more to his director’s stopwatch 
than his own. lust. “Doing porn hasn’t 
turned me on or off to sex,’’ Reems claims. 
If that’s true, just what is Reems being 
turned on to in Deep Throat? 

If not sex, perhaps it’s an infantile nar- 
cissism that relishes the money shot, that 


modified masturbation in which women - 


are only so many orifices to stimulate 
Reems — ejaculation, after hasty with- 
drawal, comes in a spasm that’s shared 
only by the camera. At best, coitus inter- 
ruptus is a frustrating teen-age contra- 
ception technique; at its worst, as in Har- 
ry’s case, it is the most banal and unnat- 
ural form of exhibitionism going. Yet he 


' says blithely: “‘Porn’s been a schooling, a 


therapy to me.” Is he kidding? 

Probably not. Like Hollywood’s star- 
lets of the ’50s, Harry is the dumbstruck 
male so blessedly oblivious to the import 
of his own performances. Despite the 
pseudonym he affects, that untasty bit of 
slang signifying sodomy, he is at 27 still a 
baffled naif, porn’s unflagging cowboy in- 
genu. “I’m the Fatty Arbuckle of porn,” 
Reems declares. “You know, the one with 
all the scandal?” Yet in this jaded age, 
the only truly scandalous thing about 
Reems is his having been ripped off by the 
producers of Deep Throat: he was paid 
peanuts for his work in a film that, to 
date, has grossed over $25 million. But 
then, so innocent is Harry that he never 
even thought to go see a blue movie until 
he’d been making them for a year. 

Also like ’50s starlets, who were only 
their bodies, Reems is hardly a real sex 
object in the films themselves. Because of 
his directors’ fondness for the closeup, 
Harry is reduced to his puissant para- 
phernalia: he gets second billing to his 
privates. However, being crowded off the 
screen by his own erection doesn’t 
threaten him, since he’s already chosen 
this as his symbol of identity. For others, 
however, being parted from their genit- 
alia by an editor’s scissors would be a dis- 
tressing prospect. ‘““Macho types don’t 
make it in porn,” Reems observes. One 
must agree, since even the mildest ma- 
chismo requires some union of will and 
body. How sad that Harry’s non-pubic 
side so often ends up on the cutting-room 
floor. 

There are exceptions, of course. During 
one sequence in Deep Throat, the camera 
tilts up from Reems’s organ being gob- 
bled by Lovelace (it’s average-sized, 
Reems assures, though impressive enough 
on the large silver screen). Climbing his 
hairy torso, the lens goes out of focus as it 
arrives, and lingers, upon a face (yet one 
devoid of any ecstatic expression). May- 
be it was a slip, but the soft-focus itself 
struck me as a reversal of the old Playboy 
practice of air-brushing out the eroge- 
nous zones, which was meant, in addi- 
tion to escaping censorship, to arouse the 
imagination. Who knows? The director 
may have figured that the face, at least in 
Throat, was the only erotic part left unex- 
ploited. And in fact a recent porn epic, 
Wet Rainbow (‘the best to date,” says 
Reems, ‘tone where I have more human- 
ism, more vulnerability”) allows Harry to 
keep his clothes on a great deal of the 
time, and gives his physiognomy as much 
exposure as his phallus. 

About such complicated discrepancies 
— characterization us. physicality, body 
vs. mind (albeit one of easy virtue) — 
Harry is quick to remark, “‘Let’s not get 
too deeply into that....” And else- 
where: “I want to relax and smile as much 
as I can and not get hung up on the ques- 
tons of life, who am I and what am I real- 
ly here for and all that struggle. I’m a lit- 
tle kid playing with life.” 

Toy Boy, or even Philbert Buck, 
couldn't have put it any better. And one 
gets a feeling that life will have her wick- 
ed way with Harry, too.

band performs doesn’t ameliorate the 
charts. There are also needless group vo- 
cals and the unpleasant sound of Randy 
on amplified trumpet. Dave Sanborn, a 
fine and usually exploratory alto player, is 
stuck with Grover Washington soul rou- 
tines. Still, there’s a very real spirit in the 
Breckers’ performances, especially when 
they appeared at the Workshop. There 
Buzzy Feiten, added since the recording, 
provided the screaming, rock-rooted gui- 
tar that Robben Ford serves up for Tom 
Scott, though Feiten is even less shaded. 
Michael Brecker confined his work to ten- 
or, and as usual got around his horn well; 


but the true star of the band, ugly amp 
and all, was Randy. Often his trumpet 
lines would cut across the repetitive rhy- 
thm section like some acerbic post-bop- 
per letting the latecomers see where his 
heart really was. 

The men in both of these bands are cap- 
able players, and the general public seems 
ready to accept their capability. As rock 
leaders became more particular about 
their accompaniment, these were the mu- 
sicians who added some technical profi- 
ciency. That they were forced to simplify 
and standardize their own music in the 
process matters less and less to them as 
their audience expands. Thus Tom Scott 
can say, “I have long-range plans — I’m 
not just out to grab a shot at superstar- 
dom. I know the reason why I was called 
upon to back up Joni and George, and I 
know there’s a step beyond.”

Intellectuals, particularly those whose 
thought runs very much against the grain 
of prevailing styles, are not accustomed to 
being interviewed. Thirty-year-old Rus- 
sell Jacoby, author of Social Amnesia: A 
Critique of Conformist Psychology From 
Adler to Laing (Beacon Press, $8.95), was 
positively bemused by the prospect of be- 
ing subjected to the kind of interrogation 
usually aimed by the media at individ- 
uals with considerably lighter-weight 
mentalities. Publicity agents are always 
on the phones trying to wrangle inter- 
views for their author-clients, prefacing 
their pitches with an almost obligatory 
claim that so-and-so has a great tale to 
tell, a story sure to interest your newspa- 
per’s readers — whether she has been 
Marlon Brando’s personal secretary for 
the last 20 years (watch for this yarn in a 
month or two) or he has successfully 
cross-bred cocker spaniels with Swedish 
ivy to produce a plant that sheds. It turns 
out that these “‘authors” can’t write at all 
but love to talk, filling columns with 
charming anecdotes — but, really, it’s 
just the insignificant Ripley’s Believe It 
Or Not of American literary life. Bright 
minds whose books speak for themselves 
and to which they can add nothing by 
chewing your ear over lunch rarely get 
much attention in the general press — un- 
til maybe the ensuing century. 

“T really don’t have anything interest- 
ing to say,” Jacoby says. “I suggested to 
Beacon Press that they hire someone else 
to be me for interviews.” I teased him 
about the national promotional tour he 
will never be asked to make. “If I were 
some kind of psychologist who had work- 
ed in prisons [and not a PhD in history 
who has written a book that makes more 
sense to me than all the pop ideological 
tracts that pour into the office with dis- 
turbing frequency from New York pub- 
lishers], there might be some chance.” 
But Jacoby is not “some kind of psychol- 
ogist.” 

Social Amnesia is a very sharp and very 
hot knife that cuts through the cold but- 
ter of false contemporary ideology. As a 
result, readers are likely to nick them- 
selves on the blade and run for BandAids 
instead of listening closely. 

We are living, practically no one has to 
be reminded, in a therapeutic age. The 
sign in every storefront reads: ‘“Psycho- 
babble spoken here.’ Personal liber- 
ation, relating, being in touch with one’s 
feelings (an aspiration that sadly pre- 
sumes we are so out of touch with our feel- 
ings that we must now make a project of 
reclaiming them) — the whole pop vo- 

«cabulary and grammar of human growth 
appear more and more suspect now that 
everyone sounds like Fritz Perls. People, 
particularly in the enlightened capitals of 
the Northeast and the West Coast, are 
grabbing emotional nostrums and _ pet 
psychological concepts as one reaches for 
the umbrella on a rainy day. Jacoby is not 
fooled by the various movements: ‘“The 
more the development of late capitalism 
renders obsolete or at least suspect the 
real possibilities of self, self-fulfillment, 
and actualization, the more they are em- 
phasized as if they could spring to life 
through an act of will alone.” 

Jacoby sees, in what countless other 
popular revisionists take as indications of 
imminent liberation, examples of dan- 
gerous regression — notably, the repres- 
sion of the Unconscious itself in favor of a 
celebration of the autonomous Ego which, 
allegedly freed from both its own ‘dark 
side’ and the political/historical con- 
texts in which it operates, is now able to 
imagine for itself a giddy emancipation. 
This is the same quick cure that Ernest 
Becker warned against in Denial of Death 
two years ago. The revisions of Freudian 
thought, carried out in the name of eluci- 
dation, have amounted in large part to an 
obliteration of his essential contribu- 
tions. 

Wielding the Critical Theory of the 
Frankfurt School (of which Marcuse is the 
exponent best known to Americans), Ja- 
coby dispatches what he calls conformist 
psychology. He attacks the neo- and post- 
Freudians (concentrating on Adler, 
Fromm, Maslow and Rogers) for their 
“monotonous discovery of common 
sense”; he condemns commercial philo- 
sophers like Alvin Toffler for his “‘philis- 
tine romanticism” and Theodore Roszak 
for his either/or positivism; radical psy- 
chologists Laing and Cooper are criticiz- 
ed for viewing the family not as part of a 
broader social dynamic, but as simply the

isolated breeding ground of schizophren- 
ia; even French existentialism comes un- 
der the gun for its retreat into pure sub- 
jectivity. 

Where is Jacoby coming from that he 
has so many enemies? What. vindicates 
the author and makes his book extremely 
invigorating is his insistence on a dialec- 
tical mode of thought that throws the lib- 
eral either/or mentality out the window in 
order to bring in through the front door an 
analysis that accommodates the best 
Freudian and Marxist formulations. Ja- 
coby promotes the idea that internal 
Freudian psychic reality: and external 
Marxist reality are both material histor- 
ical analogues, feeding and refracting 
each other, and not merely competing il- 
lusions at, as Jacoby puts it, “the drive-in 
window of thought.” Freud himself was 
able to reconcile his own work with that of 
Marx and Engels, but subsequent revi- 
sions have so disfigured both doctrines 
that now, unfortunately, it takes an im- 
pressive act of demystification on Jaco- 
by’s part to put them once again in each 
other’s company. 

Jacoby also restores a dialectical ap- 

proach to the subject/object dichotomy in 
psychological and political thought in or- 
der to show that consciousness is neither 
solely the precipitate of the Ego, as many 
therapists and gurus alike would have it, 
nor exclusively the result of mechanistic 
exogenous factors, an analysis encourag- 
ed by much fashionable political think- 
ing. 
Although Jacoby’s carping is some- 
times repetitious and he ignores some im- 
portant thinkers in his critique, Social 
Amnesia is a penetrating (and, I might 
add with no disrespect, metaphor-rid- 
dled) work to be recommended without 
reservation. It is the second jab in a one- 
two punch thrown at superficial social an- 
alysis (Eros and Civilization being the 
first), and everyone would do well to 
stand up and take the blows. 

* * * 

When I complained to Jacoby about all 
the frivolous self-help books that are be- 
ing published these days, he confided he 
had thought of writing one called J’m OK, 
You're Sick. Jacoby, who studied at the 
University of Wisconsin, the Ecole Pra- 
tique des Hautes Etudes in Paris and the 
University of Rochester, draws no sche- 
matic conclusions about who is OK or 
sick, but one of the things he does lament 
is an anti-intellectualism he finds in the

shaped canvases look as com- 
fortable in their eccentricity as 
does the rest of the work in its 
rectangularity. Only in Power 
Boothe’s paintings is there, for 
me, any emotional immediacy. 
The delicate washes that pile up 
like thin sheets of glass in two of 
his paintings delineate carefully 
the paradox of a two-dimen- 
sional surface containing a three- 
dimensional volume — and re- 
invest it with surprise. The plac- 
id objectivity of measurement is 
contrasted here with a more am- 
biguous* and anxious sensation 
corresponding to the disappear- 
ance of each painted plane into 
an indefinite fictive depth. In my 
view, Boothe’s paintings best 
satisfy what I take to be Ash- 
ton’s ambition in this show: 
while there is nothing radical in 
them, they are an authentic re- 
sponse to the historically inher- 
ited depth peculiar to paintings. 

Something similar might be 
said of Jake Berthot’s pictures, 
which deny depth so insistently 
that they enliven one’s memory 
of it, as if to reveal that its real- 
ity is as much conceptual as 
visual. Berthot’s’ paintings, 
though, are emotionally mute 
even compared to the delicate, 
orderly presentation that 
Boothe’s pictures make of them- 
selves. 

What is not ackowledged in 


_this show is that the drama of 


contemporary painting is as 
much intellectual as physical or 


optical. When we want some- 
thing to say about a painting 
that goes beyond the initial “boo 
— hurrah,” we have to ask 
questions like this: given what 
we know about the issues alive to 
painting, how does this partic- 
ular work come to terms with its 
own physical existence? How 
does it maké of material givens 
something expressive, and what 
idea does it give of the artist’s 
control? For in the ways that 
paintings manage their own phy- 
sicality, we can find analogies to 
the constant human problem of 
how one lives with and makes 
decisions about the physical 
form and situation that is un- 
iquely one’s own. I’m not saying 
that we should look at paintings 
anthropomorphically, just that 
certain conceptual paths have to 
be followed if we are to connect 
the experience of abstract art 
with things that matter to our 
lives. The work on hand in this 
show is barely, maybe only inci- 
dentally, amenable to such ef- 
forts. I think that Deborah Rem- 
ington’s work, for instance, is an- 


_tithetical to the very impulse to 


make experience intelligible: it 
consistently evokes an inartic- 
ulate inwardness by means of a 
sort of abstract surrealism that’s 
just a cut above the psychedelia 
of the 

It is important to distinguish 
between the ICA, with its in- — 
creasingly ambitious exhibition 
plans, and this unfortunate 
opening show.

American left in which he play- 
ed an active part of the late ’60s. 
“Half of the movement is stud- 
ents who parade around as if 
they don’t know anything.” 

In the chapter of Social Am- 
nesia titled ‘The Politics of Sub- 
jectivity” (which originally ap- 
peared in the New Left Review), 
Jacoby writes that the left’s so- 
cial analysis ‘“‘decays more and 
more into slogans, thoughtless 
finds of the moment. The indi- 
vidual stripped of memory and 
mind magnetically attracts reif- 
ied slogans that serve more to 
sort out one’s friends and ene- 
mies than to figure out the struc- 
ture of reality.”’ To illustrate the 
left’s failure to think dialectic- 
ally, Jacoby uses the slogan 
“Smash monogamy.” The point, 
he argues, is to understand mo- 
nogamy ‘not simply as mutual 
oppression, but as the attempt at 
a sustained relationship be- 
tween two people; theory not 
simply as elitism, but as neces- 
sary insight into objective real- 
ity; leadership not simply as ma- 
nipulation, but as a rational 
form of organization. The inab- 
ility or refusal to grasp the dia- 
lectical content ... makes talk 
about their abolition suspect; 


’ they express the desire to break 


down privilege and exclusion not 
so as to liberate but so as to share 
the spoils. 

“For all the talk of a pluralis- 
tic society,” Jacoby tells me, 
“education remains closed and 
ignores the most important dia- 


lectical and psychoanalytic 
theory. Where are the Marxists 
in the economics departments? 
People pass through college un- 
touched by the most crucial de- 
velopments in 20-century 
thought.” Freud, of course, did 
not elude Jacoby: ‘‘My instinct, 
and it was a fortunate one, was 
to read Freud before I read books 
about him. No commentary is as 
good as Freud in the original. I 
wasn’t prejudiced into thinking 
beforehand that he was a bas- 
tard.” 


Jacoby is not writing another 
book at the moment, but he is 
contemplating an hypothesis. 
“T’m working on a theory of the 
falling rate of intelligence. It’s an 
analogy with Marx’s theory of 
the falling rate of profit. Ac- 
cording to my theory, both pro- 
fit and intelligence will reach a 
very low level and then be re- 
stored. People’s intelligence will 
get so low, people will become so* 
stupefied, that a spontaneous 
combustion of insight will oc- 
cur. In theories of revolution, 
there is a gap between the col- 
lapse of the old order and the 
moment when people throw off 
their mental chains and seize the 
means of intelligence.” 

While his thinking gestates, 
Jacoby has been casting around 
for a teaching job to supplement 
a course he gives on Marxist pol- 
itical economy at Brandeis on an 
ad hoc basis. Unsuccessful so far, 
he thinks he may apply for a 
buildings-and-grounds gig. “I’m 
good at salting,” he smiles. And 
where will the Somerville au- 
thor apply? ‘‘Harvard,” he re- 
plies. “Someone with my back- 
ground, I’d go for the best.”

THE PASSENGER. How much one ap- 
preciates the latest from Antonioni is 
largely a function of one’s own exhaustion 
threshold. The more energy you put into 
watching it, the more effective it be- 
comes. Beautiful but self-defeating, visu- 
ally eloquent but verbally banal, it 
achieves a textural resonance as compell- 
ing as, though not to be confused with, in- 
tellectual depth. Those who watch it on 
the story level alone are likely to go home 
dissatisfied. Cheri. 

THE REINCARNATION OF PETER 
PROUD. Bad performances, a stagger- 
ingly stupid screenplay, a plot that has 
only one possible resolution — and it’s 
still worth seeing, either as camp or mum- 
bo-jumbo or a sex picture (there’s an aw- 
ful lot of skin here, considering the R 
rating).

PUBLIC FINANCING 


It’s time the electoral process is put back 

in the hands of the people. This can only 
be done by changing our current system 

of campaign financing. Under the present 
system: those of low or moderate means 
have little opportunity to run for office; — 
competition is kept at a minimum; big 
corporations, interest groups, and private 
individuals who make large contributions 
often have undue influence over successful 
candidates; — funds obtained by candidates 
are often mishandled and misdirected. 


These practices are corroding the demo- 
cratic system and must stop. 


A public financing bill, currently pending 

in the legislature, would minimize many of 
these abuses as well as raise state campaign 
funds for the six statewide constitutional 
offices. These funds would be raised by 
means of a $1 checkoff on the state income 
tax form. As is the case with the federal 
checkoff, it would be voluntary; you’d 

have a choice. 


We urge you to write your legislator in 
support of this Public Financing Bill. Only 
when corrupt practices are minimized can 
we hope to restore public confidence in 
our political system and elected officials. 


(Supporters of Public Financing include:

REBUTTAL 


Probably the most unfortunate result of 
the Watergate Scandal is the excessive 
reaction of public officials in “reforming” 
campaign finance laws. Nowhere has this 
over-reaction been more evident than in 
Massachusetts, where recent legislation 
regulating campaign financing is so com- 
plex as to confuse political candidates 

at all levels. 


But the self-righteous response to Water- 
gate continues in the legislature, where a 
bill to partically finance political campaigns 
out of the state treasury is about to be 
debated. While the bill itself is relatively 
innocuous, the principal it represents is 


not— namely, that your tax dollars will be 
used to finance the political campaign of a 
candidate with whom you may violently 
disagree. 


At a time when the Commonwealth is on the 
verge of bankruptcy, we should be looking 
for ways to reduce spending, not for expen- 
sive new programs. Every state agency is 
being told to reduce its budget, and state 
services will suffer as a result. Surely, 
there are higher priorities for our hard- 
pressed tax dollars than the financing of 
political campaigns. The best way to restore 
public confidence in government is to 

bring state spending under control, not 
concoct new and unnecessary programs to 
benefit politicians at the expense of 

the taxpayers.
